Both branches of the oily council met 
in their respective chambeis in the City 
Hall Monday evening. Business of an 
important character was transacted. 
The mayor was authorized to petition 
the Legislature for authority to relocato 
and widen Washington atroet aud to 
abolish the grado crossings along the 
main line of the Boston it Albany 
>ailroad, substantially after a plan of 
depression provided in a draft of a pro 
posed act drawn with a view of thus 
separating the grades. In the comtnon 
council, a petition was resuscitated re- 
lative to the establishing of a board of 
public works and a hearing ordered for 
Monday evening, Feb. 11. The mayor 
and nldermen were invited to attend. 
This petition, which was signed by Bon. 
James F. C. Hyde and other representa- 
tive citizens, owed its origin largely 
to objections to the “survey” clause 
since eliminated. 

In the board of mayor and nldermen, 
Mayor Bothfeld prosided. The first 
business was the presentation of the re- 
port of the wnter board and the same 
was received. 

The mayor announced that the Newton 
Street Railway Company had filed plans 
of the location naked for through Bridge, 
Watertown and Adams streets for a 
proposed new line of street railway from 
Newton to Waltham and on motion of 
Alderman Green, a hearing on the peti- 
tion was ordered for Monday evening, 
Feb. 18, at 7.45 o’clock. 

A petition presented by Alderman 
White signed by A. F. Hayward and 
other residents of Ward 5, asking for a 
change in the ward lines, was referred 
to the committeo od ordinances. 

Mayor Bothfeld at this point called at- 
tention to the fact that the city auditor 
had requested to be relieved of the 
daties of clerk of committees. It does 
not seem advisable to put a new man in- 
to the position now, said he, and there- 
fore I have decided to nominate Col. I. 
F. Kingsbury for the position. There 
has been, be added, a change in the 
city clerk’s office. Col. Kingsbury will 
have a uew head assistant who will per- 
form the clerical duties of the position 
which Mr. Otis has so long filled. He 
will be under the direction of Col. Kings- 
bury to whom the resuousibility of the 
office will attach. The appointment was 
confirmed by the board. 

A communication was received from 
the bureau of statistics of labor calling 
attention to the census provisions and 
requesting the appointment of ceusus 
enumerators. The mayor stated that 
the city clerk was preparing the neces- 
sary adverti-emeuts which explained the 
character of the work and o tiled for ap- 
plications tor the positions. 

The resignation of Mr. A. A. Savage as 
overseer of the poor iu Ward Two was 
received. 

On motion of Alderman Plummer, an 
order was udupied autbonzmg the 
changing of the name of that portion of 
Homer street in Ward* Three and Six, 
btitweeu Ches'uur s'leet. and Common- 
weals h avenue, to Fuller street. 

A new bond was pn-Mnud by the 
Municipal Police Signal A Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Company in place of one sub- 
mitted iu December last tt at was deemed 
uusatisfaclory. Ir bad been examined 
by the city solicitor who reported it 
properly drawu with responsible bonds- 
men. He recommended its appr >val 
aud tne sitne was approved by vote of 
the board. 

A petition of Patrick Gleason for an 
appointment as private sewer layer /as 
referred to the committee on sewers. 
Other petitions were disposed of includ- 
ing that of Amelia Davis and others for 
a sewer off Henshaw court referred to 
the sewer committee; Martiu Connolly 
aud twelve others for three street lights 
on Adams avenue, referred to street 
lighn committee; Cole A* Williams tor 
express wag m lieeuse, inter red to license 
committee; A. E. Whiting aud others 
requesting the grading of Ash street aud 
abating ot a nuisance caused by standing 
water on the sidewalks, referred to high- 
way committee. 

Jacob Sch wass was granted permit for 
himself aud other members of toe organ- 
izitioo of street musicians to play in 
Newton until sundown 
Alderman Green here tequested a con- 
vention of both branches tor the choice 
of an overseer of the poor for Ward Two. 
He was appointed a messenger to the 
cotnmou council. Councilman Tolinan 
appeared iu behtlf of the common coun- 
cil, stating that that body acceded to the 
request for a convent ion. 

Alderman Green nominated John F. 
Payuo and moved that the first ballot be 
an iuformal one. His motion relative to 
the informal ballot was untied. 

Councilman Childs placed the name of 
Mr. Albert H. .‘Sisson brloro the conven- 
tion. Hr said he was a man well 
qualified iu every way lor the position. 

An informal ballot w’as proceeded 
wirli, Aldermau Bullard and Councilman 
Wing being appointed to collect, soit 
aud count the votes. The whole number 
cast was 10.

On motion of Councilman Bristou. the 
iuformal ballot was declared formal. 
The convention then dissolved. 

Before the reassembling of the boards 
in their respective chambers, Mayor 
Bothfeld informally*- brought up the 
grade crossiug question now somewhat 
intertwined with the nrojeot of widening 
Washington street. He read the draft of 
a proposed uct, eutitled an act to enable 
the city of Newtou to widen and ijeate 
anew Washington street iu Newtou aud 
to promote the aholitiou of grade cross 
iugs therein. The document appears 
substantially below: 

WASHINGTON ST. UltAIlK C'UOSSHINU ACT. 

The oity of Newtou may for the pure 
pose of widening aud abolishing grad- 
crossings in said city, iu addition to the 
powers already vested iu it relating to 
streets, ways aud parks therein, (includ- 
ing Chap. 324 of the Acts of 18UI), pur- 
chase or otherw ise lake iu feu simple the 
lauds of any of them lying ourtheiiy of 
the present location, aud lauds of the 
Boston & Albany Uiilroad in said city, 
including lauds within the location of 
any public ways. Proceedings for such 
taking aud fof damages, therefor, shall 


ho tho same as aro now provided in the 
case of laying out ways in said city. 

If said city of Newton shall taka so 
much of the land aforesaid ns lie between 
Washington street and said railroad and 
between Centre and Chestnut streets as 
may be necessary for the temporary 
location hereinafter mentioned, and if 
t ho commissioners, (who mav be ap- 
pointed by the Superior Court, under the 
provisions of Chan. 428 of Acts of 18D0 
and net.* in amendment thereof for the 
purpose of determining the method of 
abolishing grade crossings on the main 
line of the B. A A. railroad in said city), 
determine^ that the tracks of the rail- 
load shall he depressed to any extent, ns 
part of the plan of abolishing snid cross- 
ings, and said determination snail be ac- 
cepted and adopted by tho Superior 
Court, said commissioners are authorized 
as a part of their decision to take for 
railroad purposes the right to make and 
maintain such slopes upon land of the 
city of Newton north of and along the 
line of the railroad as snid commission- 
ers in their decision may designate, with 
such compensation to the city therefor 
as said commissioners shall determine. 

The Boston & Albany Railroad shall 
have the right aud power, without com- 
pensation to said city therefor, to use 
so much of said lands aud of said Wash- 
ington street as at present located, as 
may be necessary for a temporary loca- 
tion of its tracks, stations and appliances 
and for the purposes of construction and 
operation of its railroad while work 
within the lines of its present location in 
abolishing said grade crossings is iu pro- 
gress. 

After said grade crossings havo been 
abolished, the city shall be authorized 
and empowered to sell and dispose of 
such land as it may not need and convey 
same by good and sufficient deed, aud 
titlo thereto thereupon shall vest in the 
purchasers thereof. 

To meet the expenses incurred by said 
city for taking the land and damages 
therefor and for construction of said 
Washington street and abolishing grade 
crossings, the Treasurer and Receiver of 
the Commonwealth shall with the ap- 
proval of the Governor and Council is- 
sue scrip or certificates of debt in the 
name and behalf of the Commonwealth 
for a term of 40 years, under such terras 
and conditions and with a sinking fund 
for their redemption as shall best pro- 
mote the welfare of the Commonwealth. 
Said serin or certificates of debt shall be 
sold and disposed of at public auction or 
iu such ocher mode and in such amounts 
and at such rates of interesl, not exceed 
iug 4 per cent, per annum, as the Gover- 
nor and Council may deem best; and the 
proceeds thereof shall be paid out for the 
expenses incun ed as aforesaid by said 
city of Newton. Said city shall annually 
pay into the treasury of the Common 
wealth a sufficient sum to meet the in- 
terest aud siukiug fund requirements of 
said loan of the Commonwealth, aud the 
same shall be included iu and made part 
ot the sum charged to said City of New- 
tou aud be assessed upon it in the ap- 
portionment and assessment of its annu- 
al tax, aud said treasurer shall in each 
year notify said city of Newton of the 
amount of such assessment. 

The act shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage. 

Following the reading of the proposed 
act. the mayor stated that the represen- 
tatives of the Boston & Albany railroad 
company and the city had held various 
conferences which had resulted in the 
engrafting of the document as outlined. 
Continuing ho said among other thiugs 
that the Bos on & Albany Railroad bad 
agreed to join tbe city in an etfort to se- 
cure the legi-il.it ion which tbe proposed 
act called for and t hat under the circum- 
stances there would probably be uo ob- 
stacles in the way. 

Aid rratn Plummer— W-mld not the 
1- gislattve committee require some esti- 
ru <te of tile cost oi the j dot pioj^cts? 

Mayor Bothfeld — It. would bo neces- 
sity to give some idea ot tbe cost and 
that will, of course, be attended to. 

Aldeiuiau Bullard — Under the existing 
provisions of law wiiat portion of the 
cost would tbe city be called upon to 
bear lor the separatiou of grades? 

Mayor Bothfeld —The city pays 10 per 
ceut, the state, 35 per ceui; the railroad, 
05 ner ceut. The act is drawn so that 
the oity may have the advantage which 
the extending of the state’s credit pro- 
vides for municipalities and town-hips 
iu the separation of grades and layiug 
out of state high wavs, so termed. The 
Bo-iton & Albany R diroad has shown a 
dispositiou to be very tair iu the matter 
aud has made coucessious to meet tbe 
very stroug sentiment of Newton resi- 
dents iu favor of depression. 

Alderman Bullard— In the event of the 
railroad commissioners reporting in favor 
ot elevation, the proposed act would fall 
through would it not? 

Mayor Bothfeld—' Yes. The idea is, 
however, that the railroad aud city will 
agree in favoring depiession, hence the 
railroad commissioneis would not be 
likely to report for eleyatiou, two of 
thiee parties iu interest having arrived 
ut a mutually satisfactory method of 
separating the grades. I rarher expected 
ibac th- railroad repiesentatives would 
say, yes, we will agree to dt press the 
tracks, provided the ci'y agrees to pay 
more than 10 percent, ot the cosr. They 
have, apparently, taken into considera- 
tion the advantage which the carrying 
out of the Washington street widening 
in connection with tbe work of separa- 
ting tbe grades will furnish in facilitating 
the latter work. It will give tbe rail- 
road people a tempoiary location lor 
their tracks while the excavatioua along 
the iiue of the preseut location are iu 
progress. They have not asked the city 
to pay anything over the 10 per cent. No 
careful estimate of the cost has yet been 
submitted. It will nol, boA-ever, he 
over $'.() 000 more than the amount esti- 
mated for the city’s pi n of elevation. 
All the lauds will b« seized from the 
squure in Newtou to Greenwood avenue. 
Toe railroad takes care of everything 
east of Ceutie street aud west of 
Greenwood avenue. 

Aldermau Plummer— Has the matter 
of possible quick Mauds or like contingen- 
cies beeu taken iuto consideration? 

Mayoi Hot lit. Id — There are uo en- 
gineering dilli rallies that muy be regard- 
ed as an obstacle iu the way of depres- 
sing the tracks. 

In reply to an interrogation of Alder- 
man Hamilton, Mayor Bothfeld said that 
the railroad’s first choice was elevation, 
but that its management were williug to 
meet the wishes of Newtou people who 
preferred depression. 

Aldermau Hamilton— Would the rail- 
road management be likely to talk for 
depression in this preliminary stage and 
favor elevation when the subjeot is pre- 
sented to the authority with whom the 
decision rests as to the method to be 
udopted iu separating the grades? 

Mayor Boihfehl— l lieii is uo danger to 
be apprehended of that character. The 
railroad is evidently acting iu good 
faith. 

Guuucilweu Hatfield made some in- 
quiries shout the seizing of laud between 
tie car house and Washington street, 
't he mayor iu reply stated that the city 
would take uo laud between Chestnut 


and Washington st roots for tho proposed 
widening. 

Councilman Hat field— Will tho rail- 
road take all tho land from Chestnut 
street to Washington street? 

Mayor Bothfeld — Tho railroad will 
take such land as it. requires between 
those thoroughfares. The city will take 
only the land needed for the Washington 
street widening. The joint scheme does 
not change the plan ot the Washington 
street widening very much. Th. B. A A. 
tracks will ho moved to tho north some- 
what to provide for a ten-foot slope. It 
will probably be necessary to locate 
Washington street anew at Newton,, 
bringing tho line closer to the B. A A. 
trncks, partly with 11 view to straighten- 
ing that portion of the highwny. 

Councilman Hatfield— In the confer- 
ences was anything said about straight- 
ening the B. A. tracks whero they 
cross Washington street? 

Mayor Bothfeld — Nothing was said 
concerning that. 

Councilman Hatfield — Is It prehablo 
that the tracks will be straightened at 
that point? 

—Mayor Bothfeld — It is quite likely. 

Councilman Hatfield— It seems to mo 
that if the intent is to straighten the 
tracks there, that the line of Washington 
street must be changed considerably. It 
would, perhaps, require the taking by 
the city of a part of the now Caroline 
block. 

Mayor Bothfeld — That is certainly a 
matter worth considering. It should be 
borne In mind, however, that the draft 
of the act provides only for a depression 
of the tracks along tbe line of their pres- 
ent location. 

Alderman Degen— Do these bonds 
provide for the street widening as well 
as for the Reparation of grades? 

Mayor Bothfeld— There is a state fund 
which provides for tbe extension of 
boulevards connecting important centres. 
Washington street is an important con- 
necting highway. That, with tho fnct 
the state permitted the railroad to locate 
its tracks at grade along the thorough- 
fare, is thought to be a strong argument 
in behalf of tho city for the special credit 
provision. It provides, of course, only 
fora loan. The oity would be required 
to pay tbe eutire cost of the Washington 
street widening. I hope that tbe matter 
will be noted upon tonight. 1 havo no 
desire to hurry it through. It is, how- 
ever, only a request for permissive legis- 
lation. The railroad, it seems to me, has 
acted very fairly and handsomely. To 
get the proposed act through, it must be 
presented to the Legislature before 
Feb. 15. 

Councilman Oaer — About what would 
be the amnuut of the depression? 

Mayor Bothfeld— Probably from 12 to 
14 feet. It would be regulated so that 
the change of grades/if street would not 
b over 3 or 4 leet. 

The informal discussion over, the 
boards again went into regular session. 
Upon the reassembly of the mayor and 
a'dermeu, a petition was presented by 
Alderman Tolmitu from Eugene Lenox 
and others asking for the free use of the 
City Hall for a charitable entertainment 
Feb. 14. It was referred to tbe license 
committee. 

Petitions that came up from tbe com- 
mon council relative to tbe changes in 
the ward lines received concurrent ac- 
tion, being referred to tho committee on 
ordinances. One asked foi a new pre- 
cinct to rake in the Wuhan district and 
another requested that all of Waban be 
iucluded in Ward Four. 

On motion of Alderman Hamilton, an 
order was adopted authorizing aud re- 
questing the mayor to peti ion the Gen- 
eral Court for authority to widen and re- 
locate Washington srreet aDd to abolish

Mr. Bliss of Went Springfield linn in- 
troduced a bill to prevent tbo offensive 
une of buildings for advertising pur- 

E oses. His objeot is to prevent, it possi- 
lo, the painting of patent medicines and 
othor advertisements on the houses and 
barns and fences in tbo country places 
of the common wonlth. He believes tbut 
suob a law would be coastliutional, and 
ho buses bis belief on the ground that it 
is a maxim of the law that a man has no 
right to so use hi* own property as to 
injure that of his neighbor. A man is 
under some obligation to bis neighbor, 
and it is not right for him to so use his 
premises as to make every person of 
deoent tastes wish to keep out of his 
neighborhood. It is very unpleasant to 
be constantly reminded of ill health by 
the signs about you. Mr. Bliss says he 
has no desire to prohibit a man from ad- 
vertising on a building the business 
which is transacted therein, but thinks 
that advertising outside of that should 
not be permitted. 

* • * * • 

Dr. Ernst of the Boston auti-toxine 
station, recently addressed the members 
of the Massachusetts Association of 
Boards of Health on the production of 
anti-toxine for diphtheria. He showed 
a plau of the incubator by means of 
which is procured the toxine with which 
the horsos from which the anti-toxine is 
to be taken are injected. He explained 
that what is called a normal toxine is a 
toxine of which l-10th of a cubic centi- 
metre, when injected into a 500 gram mo 
guinea pig will produce death in 30 
hours. The normal anti-toxine is one 
which, when 0 lOtbs of a cubic centi- 
metre of it is mixed with l-10th of a 
cubio centimetre of normal toxine. forms 
a mixture which can bo injected into a 
500-gramme guinea pig without incon- 
veniencing the pig. From this it has 
been figured out that the proper dose to 
be injected into a patient suffering with 
diphtheria is 1 to 5000— that is, the dose 
for a 150 pound man would be about half 
an ouuce. Dr. Ernst says that some day 
probably, the complete isolation of the 
anti-toxine will be seoured so that it can 
be given in small doses. 

***** 

In view of the many fires which have 
been attributed to electricity recently, it 
has been suggested that it would be a 
wise plau for the state fire marshal to 
appoint au electrical expert as inspector 
of electric wiring, under the provision of 
the law which allows certain officers to 
order inflammable conditions, daugerous 
to the safety of a building, to be removed. 

That poor electric wiriug furnishes in- 
flammable conditions is not open to 
doubt. 

A measure was proposed in Hart- 
ford which brought out the following in 
the Architect aud Builder: “The general 
use of electricity in our cities in all our 
large buildings has made the wiring of 
buildings a matter of considerable im- 
portance from its increase of the fire 
risk if improperly doue, and the work 
should never be committed to any hut 
competent hands. The same arguments 
that require licensing of plumbers and 
thorough inspection of their work apply 
^with equal force to electric work. The 
use of poor material and the employment 
of incompetent hands are likely to prove 
disastious, whether viewed from a sani- 
tary or financial point of view, aud the 
danger is such that it may well come 
within the scope of municipal regula- 
tions.” 

***** 

Speaking of immorality in factory 
towns, a writer of note has this to say : 
“Every manufacturing centre is naturally 
the Mecca of young people eager to earu 
a living or forced by circumstances to 
seek it away from home. These con- 
gregate there and live under a minimum 
of salutary restraint; are free to come 
and go and associate with whom they 
will. 

“Again, in their daily work, they aro 
brought face to face, hand lo hand— 
hence contract friendships and attach- 
ments, regardless of individual antece- 
dents aud knowledge of character. The 
pure and vioious fraternize, as they 
needs must the way things are muuaged, 
with most unhappy results. 

“The mouotony of manufacturing 
manipulations drives youug people to ex- 
cesses for relief. They come to crave 
excitement aud pursua their fancies 
without hindrance,”

The present special metallic rate re- 
mains the same, but the party liue, me- 
tallic lates, have a substantial decrease. 
What has cost $4)0 per year will heuce- 
forth be provided for $51. This rate 
oovers metallic service for residences. 
The same reduction has been made in 
the busiuoHH rate for party metallic lines, 
the low rate being $00. Long distance 
iustrumeut equipments on metallic hues 
have beeu red need in rate aud at preseut 
will be provided for a nominal change in 
addition to the regular metallic rates 
meutioued above. 

A now service, which bus recently 
beeu brought to the intention of tho 
public, is known as the Measured Ser- 
vice Exchange System. This new system 
is based on a certain number of calls au- 
nually, ranging from 800 up wauls. The 
policy of the company in providing the 
latest improvements is uoticed uu every 
side, aud the present service is far in 
advance in every respect of that fur- 
nished iu years past. The metallic ser- 
vice is making rapid strides, and the old 
ground hues ure being rupidly discarded 
as beiug of uo value iu every day usu.

American Cities a Hundred Years Ago. 

When Washington was inaugurated, 
Philadelphia, then the metropolis of the 
country, had only about 42,000 peoplo, 
Now York but 83,000, Boston 18,000, 
Baltimoro 13,000 and no othor city nny- 
wliere near 10,000. Even after tho lapso 
of half a ceuturys during which New 
York had overtaken Philadelphia, so 
that iu 1840 it hud 312,000 inhabitants 
to the latter city’s 258,000, Baltimoro 
and Now Orleans wore the only ether 
places with moro than 100,000 peoplo, 
aud except Boston, with 93,000, all of 
tho fow remaining cities fell short of 
50,000. During tho formative period of 
the now nation, therefore, all but the 
merest fraction of its citizens lived in 
places of small population, tho local af- 
fairs of which were easily administered 
through town meetings or othor such 
Simple machinery. — New York Post.

CURIOUS COSMOPOLITAN RESTAU- 
RANTS ON THE COAST. 

One May Dine In the Manner of n Differ- 
ent Country Kvery Night In the Wmk. 

A Dirty Italian lt«**tnurant on the Water 
Front That In Very Popular. 

Ono of tho foatures of cosmopolitan 
Ban Francisco is its restaurants. Evnry 
foreign colony boasts of a place where 
Its nntivo cooking can bo had, and ad- 
venturous San Franciscans who oaro to 
look these placos up can dine in the 
mnnnor of a different country every 
night in the weok. If au elaborate Chi- 
nose dinner, with its number loss impos- 
sible courses, each accompanied by 
Bwootmoats, proves unattractive, a Ha- 
waiian dinner, with poi and salted fish, 
can bo had by walking a few blocks. 
For thoso who liko highly spiced din- 
ners thcro aro the Italian and Spanish 
rostaurants to choose from, and for those 
with small appetites, who look for nov- 
elty in service, there aro the Turkish 
restaurants, with their unpronounceable 
dishes and delicious coffee. 

Tho most popular of tho foreign res- 
taurants are tho Italian. There aro sev- 
eral of these scattered about the Latin 
quarter, which are much frequented by 
San Franciscans on acconnt of the excel- 
lence of the cooking. Most of them aro 
dirty, very dirty, ns to floors aud walls, 
and tho Italians aro uot ovorsqueamish 
regarding tho table linen. When a party 
of Americans enter, however, thero is a 
general shnffio among the waiters to so- 
curo the service of the table and the 
prospective tip. The question of prece- 
dence being settled, the wine stained 
tablecloth is whisked off and replaced by 
one not nhvays newly laundered or elso 
suspiciously damp. 

Those restaurants are rarely on tbe 
main streets and have to be approached 
through dark alleys. One situated be 
hind the county jail occnpies the back 
room of a small Italian grocery store. 
In going thero one is reminded of dark 
deeds and sharp stilettos, but the diu- 
nor is worth the journey. The chef of 
this placo is famous for cooking ‘Italia- 
rini, ” a paste made by himself and cut 
in strips aud cooked with a sauce made 
of tomatoes, spices and mushrooms. 
It is extremely rich and very peppery, 
but all Italian dishes are strongly dashed 
with chili poppers. 

Tho dinner is attended with great 
ceremony. A bottle of their sour claret 
is served with each dinner. Every Ital- 
ian drinks about two quarts of it with 
his diuner, so tho bottle supply some- 
times runs short. In this event the 
waiter goes to the bar, fillls an empty 
bottlo from a demijohn, drives in a cork, 
and then carries tho bottle to the table 
whore it is needed, sometimes four feet 
from the bar, aud impressively produc- 
ing his corkscrew draws the cork as 
carefully as though ho were handling tbe 
finosO burgundy. His demeanor is so se- 
rious throughout the performance that 
ono dare not look amused. 

A very popular restaurant is Baz- 
zuro’s, which is situated near tho water 
front. This is greatly patronized by the 
Italian fishermen, who file iu after their 
day’s work, still wearing their gum 
boots and smelling strongly of their 
oraft. It is also frequented by the Ital- 
ian vegetable gardeners, who drive iu 
from tbe outskirts of towu,and after dis- 
posing of tbeir stock stop to dine. When 
the place is reasonably well filled, thero 
is a babel of voices. They are all talk- 
ing at once, and out of the confusion 
tho word “scudi” is distinguished above 
all others. 

This means money, which tho pro- 
prietor says, with a shrug, “they talk 
about all the time, all tho timo. ” The 
fishermen bring the best of tlioir day’s 
catch hero, aud the gardeners offer their 
ehoicest vegetables. The chef, whoso 
kitchen is back of the dining tables and 
in full view of the room, is a merry fel- 
low’, aud betw’eeu his juggling feats, toss- 
ing his pan into the air to turn the cook- 
ing fish or meat exchanges gossip and 
jests with tho diners. This place is 
kept comparatively clean. The floor is 
covered with sawdust and the ceiling 
festooned with gaudy colored paper cut 
in fanciful designs. Two parrots add to 
tho general din, and all sorts and con- 
ditions of cats prowl around the floor. 

Tho restaurant is conducted by tw’o 
brothers, ono of whom waits on table, 
while the other attends bar aud looks 
after the cash roceipts. Every Itulinn 
after dining stops at the bar for a chat 
and a drink. Instead of a liquor, the 
host pours generous glasses of claret for 
himself and his guests, und these aro 
speedily tossed off. A casual visitor, aft- 
er witnessing this ceremony about 25 
times iu quick succossiou, is apt to grow’ 
nervous about tho health of tho host, 
but he uppears uoue the worse for his 
conviviality at tho end of the eveuiug. 
Tho younger brother sometimes relieves 
his brother at tho bar. Ho is quite ns 
hospitable, and his invariable drink be- 
ing absinthe und seltzer bis ouse seems 
even more alarming. 

This restaurant, at 7:80 iu tho even- 
ing, when dinner is iu full swing, pre- 
vents au odd sight, the Italians sitting 
around the tubles, most of them with 
their hats on, gesticulating and talking 
excitedly across the room, while they 
roll tlie spaghetti round tiieir forks and 
dexterously transfer it in yard lengths 
to their mouths. A butcher, with all 
khe murks of his trade about him, occu- 
pies u table with tho polieomuu on the 
heat, who gets the best service of all; a 
few men ubout town, who have heard of 
tho chef’s fame, and forget the unsavory 
booking company in their enjoymoLt of 
tho plates, aud often a table or two taken 
by young society girls with their chap- 
eron and escorts. The girls consider a 
dinner at Duazuro’s a tremendous lark. 

The Americans do uot venture on the 
claret so gcuerously served with tho din- 
ner. A flask of Chianti is ordered in Its 
stead, aud tho proprietor ulwuys proffers 
the empty flask to the youngest member 
of the party as a souvenir. — San Fran- 
cisco Lotto*,

can bo advanced why tlio system would 
not work just as well in this stnto, 
and those who oppose it can only give 
theoretical arguments against it. The 
professional politicians and the lobbyists 
are of course against it, as it would cut 
down their income at least one half, but 
it would be cheaper to pension theso 
people, if they can prove that they can 
get a living in no other way. The pro- 
fessional labor leaders are aiso opposed 
to the reform, but no one can show how 
it could in any way injure the actual 
laboring man. All classes of citizens, ( 
except thoso mentioned, would be bene- 
llttod by this rolief from annual agita- 
tion over elections and annual sessions 
with all the scandals they bring in their 
train. It also seems probable that wo 
would have some relief from politics and 
oitizens would get to looking at ques- 
tions that came up in a broad way, in- 
stead of making a party questiou of 
everything, as is too often the case at 
present. Col. Haskell deserves the sym- 
pathy and assistance of all patriotic oiti- 
zens in the light that he is waging, es- 
pecially as ho has no personal interest in 
it except what every good citizen has, 
who believes that the best is none too 
good for Massachusetts.

ME WTO !l CLUB MATTERS. 


There is a good deal of discussion 
about town, in regard to a certain phase 
of the temperance question. Newton is 
a no-license city and the law is enforced 
with some strictness in oertaiD parts of 
the city. In Nonantum, for instance, if 
a team is found delivering lager beer at 
the houses, the driver is arrested and his 
stock confiscated. The people approve 
of this and call it living up to the no li- 
cense law. No man is allowed in that 
district to go about soliciting orders to 
be delivered, and this is, of course, very 
proper, for sales of liquor can not legal- 
ly be made in Newton. The police are 
instructed to carry out the law without 
fear or favor, and this is as it should be. 

This is one side of the case, and an- 
other is that none of our grocers, who 
cater to the citizens of NewtoD, are al- 
lowed to sell any wines, either for cook 
ng or any other purpose. They are resi 
dents of Newton, pay their proportion 
of the taxes, aud in other wayH help 
to support the city. Some of them aie 
asking why they should be so limited in 
this respect and yet the oity authorities 
do nothing when an outside firm senes 
its agents daily through the Newtons, so- 
liciting. or taking, or at least delivering 
large consignments of expensive wines 
and liquors to their customers, together 
with groceries. It would be difficult to 
prove that these are not actual sales 
witbiu the meaning of the law. 

Of course the business of our grocers 
sutlers by such competion, and the hot- 
ter the class of trade the grocer has, the 
■more it it affected. Of course it might 
be difficult to prove actual sales, and 
when a team bearing a sign of a well- 
known firm is seen delivering goods at 
a house it may be ouly the choicest kind 
of groceries, but people pissing by gen- 
erally smile in a knowog manner, as if 
they could see through the haimless 
looking packages. The druggists also 
are interested in this matter, io it siu h 
goods are to be used for mediciue, their 
prerogatives are interfeied with, aid 
they pay taxes to the oity and help to 
sustain it. 

Yet a very serious question ia here 
present-d and in is difficult to haudle 
except in a very giugerly way. it all 
hinges ou the question whether laws 
should be enforced strictly aud to the 
letter, and whether all classes of citizens 
should be treated alike or not? Theo 
retically an affirmative answer can be 
given in both cases, but when one comes 
to actual practice, it is a different matter. 
There should of course not be one law 
for the rich roan and another for the 
■ poor man, but when one sees the latter 
buying something he catiuot afford, to 
the injury of his family, if this can be 
prevented by iuvoking the aid of the law, 
every one would appiove. But iu the 
■case of the rich man, if he wants to buy 
something which he can well afford, and 
be will get it anyway, should he be pre 
vented from getting it right heie iu New- 
ton? Iu most cities it seems to be as- 
sumed that h,u should uot, as such things 
are winked at by the authorities. The 
ideu seems to he that it would not be 
good policy for a city to interfere too 
much with those citizens who are able to 
pay for what they want. 

It would lie interesting to have this 
question settled in some authoritative 
mauuer, instead of being left to the dis- 
cretion of the police, and perhaps some 
of our readers can suggest just what 
ought to be done in the (demises. The 
poor certaiul> have lights, just the same 
as the uoh, aud are entitled to the same 
treatmeui, aud out local tradesmen 
ought not to be discriminated against 
by our luws nor by our enforcement of 
them. If uuv one is to be allowed to 
violate the laws, the preference should 
be givi u to our own citizens aud taxpay- 
ers. This whole temperance questiou is 
a veiy perplexiug oue as the ab.-ve 
shows, aud 110 city bus ever yet succeed- 
iu solving it iu au eutirely satiafactory 
mauuer. 


The proposed board of public works is 
being discussed with a good deal of in- 
terest by the people and there are all 
sorts of opinions concerning it. As far 
as can be learned from what one hears 
on the cars and elsewhere, the citizens 
are in favor of the project and think the 
time has come when some such arrango- 
raeuttsa necessity. Those who know 
anything about city affairs realize that 
it is either that, or salaries must bo paid 
to members of the city council, and most 
people think the hoard of public works 
is preferable, as such a board would be 
made up of experts, aud this is uot and 
could not be the case with the members 
of the city council. The best that cau be 
expected of the latter is that they shall 
be good business men, and it takes them 
the best part of a year to get acquaint- 
ed with the city affairs so that their 
opinions are worth something to the 
city. A hearing is announced on the 
proposed legislation and it should attract 
those who are interested in adopting the 
best means of mauagiug the vast amount 
of business that now is controlled by the 
city council committees aud not very 
economically either. The city would 
certainly save money, and what is o* 
more importance, secure maoy more im- 
provements for the same money, if a 
board of capable and experienced men 
had charge of all details.

— Mr. A. A. Savage having declined the 
office of overseer of the poor in this ward, 
to which position he was elected as the re- 
sult of the opposition which Councilman 
Ober organized against the present incum- 
bent, it became necessary to choose his 
successor. In declining to accept the 
place. Mr. Savage in a very manlv and 
straightforward letter stated that It was 
his opinion that Mr. Payne was satis- 
factorily performing the duties of the posi- 
tion and that he believed him to be well 
qualified, and better qualified than he, for 
the place. Councilman Oner is evidently 
on the wrong scent, somewhat. There is 
no sentiment of opposition to Mr. Payne of 
any weight on the pari of the citizens of 
his ward. The charges made against him 
were pretty sweeping, but as yet no evi- 
dence has been presented to substantiate 
them. It is unjust to make accusations 
with so little in the shape of proof. It 
should he remembered that the expendi- 
tures for charity oa>es are passed upon by 
the city almoner and the full board of 
overseers of the pool. If, as has been 
said, Mr. Payne has been injudiciously ex- 
pending the city’s money, then the execu- 
tive •fticer of the poor department, and the 
hoard ot overseers as well, are lacking in 
those qualities svhicli they are supposed to 
possess as good business men and man- 
agers of an important branch of the public 
service. Newspaper men who go off at 
half-cock and whose ideas of journalism 
are so crude that the importance of investi- 
gating statements never ouce force itself 
upon their shallow minds may be induced, 
as in this case, to publi-h a tirade of libel- 
lous rubbish. They should not, however, 
be encouraged in that tjirectlon. That the 
city fathers believe Mr. Payne to be a com- 
petent ami honest official is demonstrated 
beyond cavil by their actiou Monday even- 
ing in again electing him overseer of tho 

R uor. Councilman Ober. quite likely, be- 
eves that there was a sufficient justifica- 
tion for his course in the matter.

CHARMED BY A WALTZ 

Ho wns tho most intorosting murderer 
I ever mot.

“No, replied Davis ‘Keep him 
ooutlued in his cull und without being 
observed watch him closely about 1 1 
o'clock for the completing symptoms 
You can report to me ut sick call in the 
uioru tug Then be replaced Henderson 
in Ills cull, who ut once took up Ins mu 
steal promenade 

1 wus detailed that night io watch 
hiui and did so from my bunk m the 
guardroom I had cautioned the trum- 
peter ot tho guard to warn me quiotly 
when lie left the guardhouse to blow 
“taps. All through the evening I 
witnessed the sumu monotonous move- 
ment uud listened to the sumo monoto- 
nous waltz, chanted slowly uh always 
before At intervals I would rouse my- 
self and step outside the squudroom und 
Btund in the cool sully port toussuromy 
self that I wus awake uud my vision 
(unimpaired, so drowsy would 1 become 
'under the effort of strained attention. I 
must finally have fallen asleep, for the 
trumpeter touched me on the shouldu: 
uud startled me. 1 did not sec him cn 
ter, but could have sworn i was still 
viewing Henderson’s movements in the 
cugu. 

1 placed my face against tho latticed 
window, looking into his cage, which 
lie was still nieclmuically pacing Thun,

■topped uud reared us quickly us u slug 


Is startled wlwn ho first hears a hostile? 
shot that lias struck widn and knows 
not whence it ennio. Tho wnltz censed, 
and in a moment I hnd all but seon the 
e tubbing of Jenkins. Then, as always 
before, tho waltz again. 

In the morning I reported. It was 
clearly a easo of ncuto madness, or no 
one who ever performed a tnnrof guard 
duty with Henderson had ever seen 
madness, but to our astonishment nnd 
horror tlio post surgeon thought other- 
wise and so officially reported. 

Tho colonel was furious. Ho had in- 
spected the man. The man wns mad.

Agnin tho samo re- 
ports he had made so confidently to the 
colonel. Every one was dissatisfied, 
and the court proceeded to trial. Tho 
colonel again called Davis up. 

“Davis, ” said he bluntly, “this has 
gone far enough. I was a witness in 
that man’s trial today, and the man is 
mad, and the conrt and every one knows 
it except you, who of all persons should 
know it. From the testimony the jury 
must convict, which means tho man 
shall be hung. 1 don’t want a man of 
my regiment hung unless I’m convinced 
that he deserves it. Now, stop your pro- 
fessional stubbornness and request somo 
one in consultation beforo tho verdict 
Would you have a crazy man hung?”

“Neither,” lie said simply “As 1 
mount the scaffold I’ll incline my head 
toward you, which is to affirm in tho 
presence of eternity that 1 speak tho 
truth. ”

A special meeting of the board of may- 
or and aldermeu was hold Monday even- 
ing. President Dogen occupied the 
chair. 

As usual, there were a number of com- 
munications. Ono from the Newton 
Hoston Street Railway was read and 
filed accepting certain locations granted 
by the city; another from the Wellesley 
Boston Street Railway company mbs 
an acceptance of extension of time grant- 
ed to commence work of laying tracks. 

A communication from E. C. Dudley, 
et al, called attention to a petition sent 
to the city council in 1893 or the latter 
part of 1892, relative to the lowering of 
the sidewalk on the east side of Sumner 
street, botween Beacon and Willow 
streets. It stated that after waiting with 
no result iu the way of making the 
change requested, tho matter was again 
brought to the attention of the highway 
committee of 1S94. Ex-Alderman RofTe 
stated later to parties interested that 
further delay had been necessitated as 
there was some talk of widening the 
street and carrying out a broader im- 
provement thuu that contemplated by 
petitioners. No further progress seems 
to have been made and the condition of 
the sidewalk now is considered as dan- 
gerous, especially on accouut of the close 
proximity of the street railway tracks. 
The communication was referred to the 
highway committee. 

A communication from Mrs. John 
Footo through her represeutative, claim- 
ing damages ou accouut of alleged in- 
juries said to be due to a fall ou uu icy 
sidewalk on Chestnut street was in- 
ferred to the committee on claims. 

A communication from H. B. Parker, 
president of the local street railway sys- 
tem, called attention to the necessity of 
providing a suitable place for skating. 
He stated that the street railway com- 
pany would provide electric lighting for 
either Crystal lake or Bullow’s poud free 
of expeu&e if the city would keep either 
one of the places uamed in good condi- 
tion lor the skaters. Arrangements, he 
said, had been made for an equipment 
of ten arc lamps whioh would he kept 
burning eveiy night when the conditions 
were favorable for the enjoyment of the 
sport. It would, he thought, only be a 
matter of a small outlay for the city to 
keep the ice iu good suapo. 

Alderman Plummer— D >es this mean 
simply that the city shall flood the pond 
or does it include the clearing away of 
light tails of snow? 

President Degeu— It evidently means 
both if he intent is to keep tho ice iu 
good order for skating. It would only 
be necessary io flood wbeu the ice was 
rough. 

Alderman Hamilton — What would be 
the expense t« . tlie jity, Mr. Chairman? 

President Degen— L am not sufflei ut 
of an expert to answer that question. 

Alderman Plummer at this point called 
upon the chief of the tire depart mout for 
the area of the ponds mentioned, but 
that official was uuable to give the in- 
formation. 

Alderman White remarked that it 
seemt-d to he a mere business matter for 
the railroad. They desired good places 
for skateis to secure patronage for tne 
cross towu cars. lr they aie looking lot 
that additional somce ut me une. it. 
seems to me that they should be willing 
to assume the expeuse of clearing «df the 
snow and keeping the ice iu good order, 
iu my judgment, added the member 
from Ward Five, the city should uot he 
called upon to pay for it. 

After some further discussion, on mo 
tion of Alderman Tolraau.the commu id- 
eation was referred to the committee ou 
parks. 

A petitiou from H. W. Pierce for per- 
mit to build a stable with stalls for 3 
horses on Watertowu street was referred 
to the liceuse committee. 

Renewals of auctioneers’ licenses were 
granted to E. F. Barnes, S. W. Tucker, 
Jamrs F. C. Hyde aud Elliott J. Hyde. 

The drawing <d juriors was uext pro- 
ceeded with. Edward T. Dart of Mar- 
gin street was drawn lor the grand jury 
aud John C. McGee of Chestnut street 
audEiwin M. Hail of Heushaw street 
were the selections for tiaverse jurors, 
superior court. 

Alderman Bullard presented the re 
ports of thu trustees of the Read fund 
and sinking fund commissioners aud 
the same were received uml placed on 
file. The amount of r he Read fund, i' 
was -fated, was $>40,000 and the amount 
of interest collected in 1894 was $1(100. 

Alderman Plummer presented the re 
port of the joint special committee on 
the recommendations contained in the 
mayor’s inaugural address, as follows: 

First, That the matter of extension of 
the boulevard lie referred to the com- 
mittee ou highways. 

Second, lu view of the petition to the 
Legislature, with c >py of a proposed act 
relating thereto concerning the widening 
of Washington sireetuud tho separation 
of grade crossings, no recommeu Jatiou 
is made. * 

Third, With reference to establishing 
aboard ot public works, a public hear ug 
having been ordered it is deemed uu 
necessary io make any recommendation. 

Fourth, With reference to am- tiding 
the city charter to provide for tho aboli- 
tion of t lie common council, the appoint- 
ment of a select committee of two alder- 
meu and three couocilm n is recom- 
mended to consider and report upou the 
matter at an early date. 

Fifth, Relative to the employment of 
au advisory architect tor public build- 
ings, i he reference of the sunject to the 
committee ou public property is recom- 
mended. 

Sixth, Concerning the new sclioolhouse 
for West Newton, reference is reooiu 
mended to the committee ou publio 
property with the urgent request that 
immediate action he takeu so that a 
suitable building may be ready for occu- 
pancy at the begiuuiug of the next sahool 
year. 

Seventh, With regard to services of 
city solicitor, retereuue to the committee 
on finance is lecommunded. 

Eighth. Your committee heartily j fins 
in the recommedstiou of the mayo* that 
no committee shall in auy manner exceed 
its appropriation. 

The report was received aud the refer- 
ences m uie us i t commended. 

Alderman White for the committee ou 
lire <]• par linen t introduced au order au- 
thorizing the purchase of two hose 
wagons ami appi ipriatiug $950 thereof. 
The order wus adopted. 

Alderman Bullard introduced au order 


providing for I tin issuing of notices to 
all parties interested and the appoint- 
ment, of a hearing for Feb. ‘29 al 7.30 
o’jlock on the revoking of the street 
railway locations granted to the Newton 

Boston Street Rtilway Company on 
tho new boulevard. 

In explanation, Alderman Bullard said 
that when the order granting the loca- 
tion there was* passed it was intended to 
include an important clause which, un 
fortunately, had been omitted. This 
clause provided for the laying of tracks 
by the company the entire length of thu 
new avenue from the Boston line to 
Washington street. As it had been left 
out. the road could construct ns much or 
as little ot the line as it saw (it and the 
object, of providing a street car line 
through to Washington street might ho 
defeated. As the order cannot be amend- 
ed, added Aldeiman Bullard, it, was 
necessary to take the necessary steps to 
secure a revocation. 

Alderman Groen— Am I to understand 
that no amendatory order can he p:issad 
which will provide for the insertion of 
the necessary clause? 

Alderman Bullard— The opinion of the 
city solicitor is that the only thing that 
can be done now is to revoke the loca- 
tion. 

Alderman Hamilton— Would the rail- 
road management present any argument 
for reinbursement, say, for example, that 
some part of the work of construction 
had been commenced? 

Alderman Bullard — Tho railroad peo 
pie have not started on the work yet and 
no claim of that character would likely 
be presented. The revocation is tho 
only way we can bring about the result 
desired, that of getting a street car line 
the entire length of the avt-nue. 

Alderman Plummer— This is an ex- 
ample of hasty legislation. As the order 
was first drawn, the company would 
h.tv the power to build, if it shou'd so 
determine, merely a connecting lioe be- 
tween Newton Centre aud the Boston 
line extending from a point near Homer 
street. There was no provision which 
would compel the road to pur. the tracks 
through to Washington street. In com- 
mittee it was discussed and the order 
was to be so amended that it would pro 
vide for the through line. Why it was 
not, it is hard to tell, for that was cer- 
taiuly the inteut. Of course, a short 
line from Homer street would not meet 
the desires of either the city or those 
residents along the western section of 
the boulevard. I trust that this order 
for a hearing on the revocation of fran- 
chise will pass. 

On the question being submitted by 
the chair, the order for hearing was 
adopted without a dissenting vote. 

An order offered by Alderman Tolman 
was adopted providing for the opening 
of the polling places Tuesday. F-b. 2*5 at. 
7 a. m., and to remain open until 4 30 p. 
m., to give oppoi unity to citiz- us to 
cast their ballots for senator, (second 
Middlesex district), to fill the vaenney 
caused by the death of the late Oliver 
Sh tw. 

Alderman Bullard offered an order 
which was adopted fixing the rates of 
fare for hackney carnages and establish 
ing regulations for moving buildings, 
cobs iug, and playing of musical instru- 
ments and fixii g penalties in the event 
of violatiou of regulations governing 
same. 

Orders were also adopted appropria- 
ting $118 300 for department expenses 
of ilie month of Fehtuary; tiansferriig 
$602 from item for City Hall expenses 
io th it of salmi is to meet the expenses 
of night watchmau at City Hail for 
balance of piesent jear; appropriating 
$900 from any unexpended balances, to 
tie added to the appropriation for sala- 
ries, to provide for the services of au in- 
spector of olumbing for the balance of 
the year 1895. 

There was some little discussion on 
the las order, or rather inquiry. Alder- 
iusu Plummer wanted to know if it was 
a perma- ent office. He s>id that lie un- 
derstood the watchman’s services in the 
*itv Hail would only be required tiuriug 
a period when large sums w» re iu the 
sates in the ci'y treasurer's • ffic< . 

President Degan said that the salary 
for 1895 h d b. eu provided iu the finance 
committe* ’s schedule ol expendit uihh. 

Orders offered by Alderman Plumm* r 
were adopted authorizing the laying nut 
and acceptance of Green and Cook sti eels 
and appointing hearings thereon for 
Monday evening, March 4, at 7 30 o’clock 
before the h >atd of mayor and alderman 
and Mou-nty evening M rch 11, at 7.45 
o’clo k before the common council. 

Suudrv bills weie approved including 
one ol $75 from J. D. Henth »rn for ser- 
vices in city cases. Aldeiman Green 
thought that members could not vote in- 
telligently on bids of which they had no 
definite knowledge aside from the mere 
sta'ement of amounts as read. Some 
different and more satisfactory method 
of approval he suggested would be in 
tlie interest, ot sounn business methods. 
President Degan said that all the bills 
h id the endorserm n» of either the city 
clerk or citv auditor except, that of J. 
D Uentborn’s whioh w <s endorsed by 
the ity solicitor. This exphnarion re- 
moved Alderman (Jn eu’s objections to 
their •pnroval 

At 9.08 o'clock, the hoard went into 
executive seadon to discuss the list of 
cuudiduti s for census enumer itors.

El.IOT BLOCK ITS SCENE— STARTED IN 
THE CELLAR UNDER MASON'S JEWELRY 

store— prompt work of police and 

FIRE DEPARTMENT PKORABLT PRE- 
VENTED A SERIOUS CONFLAGRATION— 
DAMAGE ESTIMATED AS AROUT $5000. 


An alarm was rung in from box 115 at 
2.40 o’olock Sunday morning for a tire in 
Eliot block. It was followed almost im- 
mediately by a second and then by a gen- 
eral alarm. 

The blazo started on tho north side of 
tho building uudor the jowelry store of 
T. L. Mason, nnd when discovered hnd 
made considerable headway. 

It soomed at first that tho block was 
doomed, but the members of the fire de- 
partment worked with zeal, entering the 
building in the almost blinding smoke 
and with the nid of severnl streams suc- 
ceeded in drowning the blazo. 

The building is filled with ocoupants. 
On the first floor are the stores of T. L. 
Mason, jeweler; James Paxton, confec- 
tioner; 8. O. Thayer, dealer in hardware; 
the Newton Coal Company, “Juvene,” 
C. S. Drake, tailor, aud Newton Journal 
office. 

At 3 15 o’clock every piece of fire ap- 
paratus in the city was on the scene. 

The building is owned by Joseph N. 
Bacon and is valued at about $85,000. 

At 3.30 the fire was under coutrul, the 
blazo being confined principally to the 
bisemont, and first floor of that part of 
the buildiug fronting on Contre street. 

The fire probably started in the cellar 
of Mason’s jewelry store which w;is 
leased by Paxton for his woiksbop. 
It was there where the principal 
fire damage was in evidence. 

Paxton’s store was injured to some 
extent bv the tearing away of a 
section of floor nnd a cut through the 
wall. His chief loss will be, however, 
through smoke and water dnmago and 
tho breaking of mnny valuable moulds 
and some pieces of fine cut glass ware. 
It is thought that $4000 will cover his 
losses. Mr. Mason’s stock was well in 
sured and the most valuable part of it, 
consisting of watches and jewelry, was 
locked up in the safo, hence lie will not 
suffer to any great extent. The damage 
to 'other occupants was small and the en- 
tire figure including that to building will 
not exceed $7500. 

The milliuety in the “Juvene” suffered 
some damage from smoke; and water, of 
course, resulted in the practical destruc- 
tion of some desks and furniture in the 
offices iu the store Mr. Mason and the 
Newton Coni Company are located. 

The prompt work of tho police was a 
large contributing factor to the saving of 
the property. Officers Tnffo, Burke and 
Young were quickly ou the sceue, the 
smoke pouring out of ouo of the cellar 
windows furnishing them with the first 
tip on the blaze. Officer Burke pulled 
the box and thou, with the other patrol- 
men mentioned, tore the nettings away 
from the basement windows and assisted 
in laying the lines of hose upon the ar- 
rival of the local fire apparatus. Chief 
Rindlett got there in what seemed au in- 
credibly short space of time following 
the alarm and put his men into the build- 
iug where they worked heroically id the 
bliuding smoke. The police department 
was on baud, too. City Marsha) Rich- 
ardson, Sergts. Ryan srnd Mitchell and 
about 20 patrolmen responded to the call 
of “gen nil” alarm. There were com- 
paratively few spectators, possibly 100 
citizens getting out to learn what sort of 
a coi.fl ignition had necessitated the call- 
ing out of tho entire department. It. was 
a wise measure of precaution to sound 
the “general” alarm, for the block in 
which the tire started is the largest and 
one of the most valuable in the city aud 
is surrounded bv other buildiugs which 
would he swept away if it got any sort of 
a show to spread. 


PATROLMAN SHANNON SCORES. 


CAPTURES A QUARTET OF YOUTHFUL 
THIEVES. 


The Newton police captured four 
youugsiurs from Boston, Sunday night, 
whose agrs range from 12 to 15, and who, 
according to their owu srories, are about 
as hard a quartet as has ever come un- 
der the notice of the lonal authorities 

About 8 o’clock, the attention of Of- 
ficer Shannon was atti acted by tho 
suspicious actious of the youngsters, 
who were oomiug down Chestnut street 
towards the depot. 

He hailed them, aud but one stopped. 
The other three took to their heels, hut 
he captured one more, aud brought two 
of the party to police headquarters. A 
few minutes later he overhauled the 
other two boys at the carriage house of 
the Newtou Street Railway on Wunhing- 
tou street, and brought them to head- 
quarters. 

The tour boys gave their uames as 
Liwreuce Cullen, No. 1 Garden eourt, 
Boston; Patiick Owens, 14, 178 Cam- 

bridge street; Henry Furuler, 15, 203 
Cambridge street; and John Cullbu, 14, 
a brother of Lawrence. 

They were put through a tigid exami- 
nation by S.irgeaut Ileustis, and it was 
soon app.tieut that Officer Shannon had 
made an important capture. The story 
which, after a good deal of peisu .siott, 
was told by the hoys, was a remarkable 
one. 

They stated that they had planued 
yesieiday afternoon at their place of 
meetiug at the West End to make a 
systematic raid iu Newtou, and break in- 
to several dwellings. They mapped out 
a course, and resolved to first rob the 
Pine Farm School at Waban, where lieu 
ry Furbler, the colored member of the 
party had been a resident at one lime. 

They met with good success at the 
I'iuo Farm School, and seemed four over- 
coats and a cap. Two of the overcoats 
were not thought worth takiug to Bos 
ton, and w*-re thrown away a short dis- 
tance from the school. 

The hoys’ minds were evidently af- 
fected by had reading and unfortunate 
companionship and they did not seem 
iu tlie least to appreciate tlie magnitude 
of their offence, or to he at uil discon- 
certed by their anest. The elder ones 
weie inclined to deny the whole affair 
until confronted with thu confession of 
the youuger. They were arraigued in 
court Tuesday moruing. 

Acting ou tlie i • commendation of Mr. 
Bagiev, Judge Kennedy sent young 
Fin liter lo the Concord reformatory, and 
eoutiuued the case against the other 
youngsters until June 1. 

In the H-tmu juvenile session Uuury 
Moyse was charged with breaking and 
entering into the stores iu West Newtou 
aud Newtouville aud pleaded guilty. 

Moyse bad given himself up. His 
case was continued until June 1-

MU. AVRIIY L. HAND TELLS "TIIH NEIGH- 
BORS” HOW IT IS DONR-HK GIVES AN 
INTKHKHTINO ACCOUNT OF A VISIT TO 
THE OFFICE OF TIIE IIOHT0N IIKIIAM)— 
DETAILS THE METHODS OF GATHERING 
NEWS AND ITS PBKPAlt AT ION FOR 
PUBLICATION — DESCRIBED THE ME- 
CHANICAL PROCESSES INVOLVED. 


To the uninitiated there is a fascinat- 
ing interest in the work of making a 
groat daily newspaper. The majority of 
people probably have nn idea of the 
general methods employed, but it is 
only here and there that one finds those 
familiar with the intricacies of modern 
journalistic achievement, and all that it 
implies of trained meutal acumen, labor 
saving devices and uecessary mechanical 
accessories. Mr. Avery L. Kind made it 
the subjeot of an address Monday even- 
ing before “The Neighbors,” a club com- 
posed of Borne twenty-five gentlemen of 
Newton Centre, with literary and scien- 
tific tastes. Mr. Rand’s was of tho 
nature of a description of the work of 
making the Sunday Herald and many 
interesting facts were presented in a 
clear, concise and entertaining manner. 
He commenced by giving an account of 
a visit, which he made to the Herald 
office last Saturday evening, Tho night 
editor, said he, bad just come in; bis as 
sistants had not arrived, and he was 
busily opening and sorting certain 
matter, whioh during the day had ac- 
cumulated for his special use, or whioh 
had been left him by, the day editor or 
editor-in-chief. 

It was the financial article aud market 
specials on page 5, the leading editorials 
and editorial notes ou page 0, “Too easy 
for shoplifters” on page 10, the latter 
the work of a reporter as the direct re- 
sult of an assignment, Now a letter ask- 
iug the paper not to publish the details 
of a divorce case then before the courts, 
which request is granted provided all 
the other papers agree upon the same 
course, and provided the case is not a 

J iromiuent one as was the case with 
*owers vs Powers, whioh finds a promi- 
nent place on page 7, and which at this 
time occupied attention for several days. 
It is not long before all this matter is 
sorted, part directly to be sent up stairs 
to bo put in type, and part to pass 
through the hands of his assistants, four 
in number, who in the mean time had 
arrived and had taken seats at the long 
table, two at the night editor’s right and 
two in front, all these young men, and 
eaoh having special care for certain work. 
It should be said right here that this 
room might be compared to the small 
end of a hopper through whioh the grain 
in the shape of news must pass before 
beiug allowed its place in the paper, aud 
the chance will be very small iudeed that 
anythiug will escape the well traiued 
eyes of these five men. It is thus that 
they are busily employed all night long, 
examining manuscript, cutting, rewrit- 
ing, arranging the matter for the com- 
positor with careful exactness, iu fact 
editing, which is “preparing for publica- 
tion,” according to Webster. One man 
handling telegraphic correspondence, 
auoilier local matters, auother sporting 
news, etc. Of course, certain articles as 
the leading editorials and other regular 

f iortious of the paper, prepared by hands 
ong accustomed to the work, need no 
labor of this character, aud beyond be- 
ing noted a* having come in, are passed 
quiokly up stairs to the composing room. 

The editor-iu-cbief, with the staff of 
editorial writers, have decided upou the 
subjects to receive attention on tho edi- 
torial page, and those articles have all 
been prepared by daylight, aud the 
authors have left the office, so that un- 
less some very important matter should 
transpire bofore the paper goes to press, 
which would seem to require an immedi- 
ate editorial, aud for which emergency 
one man is retained, no work of this 
character is doueat night. 

The duty at hand is to produce the 
paper, to receive and assemble the news, 
to follow up the thread of the day’s 
happenings, to know what ought to 
happen, aud if proper information is not 
received to procure it if possible. For 
all this the night editor is responsible, 
lie it is who shall finally determine what 
matter is to he inserted aud what 
omitted, to make promiuent this, or 
side truck that. The number of pages 
which shall comprise the issue are the 
outcome of his judgment, and for the 
time being, his word is law throughout 
the establishment. His employers will 
carefully scrutinize the paper in the 
morniug for the record of his work is iu 
the printed page, aud they may deliber- 
ately criticise this or that feature which 
must have received his quick decisiou, 
made up oftentimes almost ou the in- 
stant. In the last half hour before the 
paper is finally put to press, when per- 
haps more that half the pages urb yet to 
be cnst, and the matter seems scattered 
all over the composing room iu chaos, 
then can be seen what responsibility 
rests upon him, for he must know what 
has been cast, what must go in, the 
space which each article will occupy, 
aud his decisions come thick aud fast. 

It is so continually a question of 
seconds, that mauy devices are used 
which may save even a few. 

At this time, about 7.30, not much 
could have been told us to the size of the 
paper, or what would be its leading fea- 
tures. The principal local event was 
known to be the ball of the Charitable 
Irish Sooiety, unless perchance, a big 
lire should take place or a particularly 
attrocious murder happen belweeu now 
and midnight, or knowledge of some 
tremendous dofalcatiou become public, 
and of neai by foreigu news, the Brook- 
lyn strike ut this time held prominence, 
though it was by uo means certain that 
something else might uot displace it. 

The two thermometers which indicate 
a greater or less pressure for space, and 
which serve in controlling iho size of the 
issue, are the amount of advertising, aud 
likewise the amount aud character of 
news. During the day the former has 
beeu received from time to time, and by 
the time tiie night editor begins his 
work, has all beeu set up and put in its 
allotted place, “next to reading matter,” 
or “top o’ colurnu” us bus beeu ugrecd 
upou, aud be quickly bus tbo informa- 
tion that for tomorrow there are 22 
columns of udvertisiug. If it proves to 
tie tho case, as lie says at ubout 8 o’clock 
bo somehow fuels that tho coming paper 
will tie made up of 12 pages, he knows 
that lie must care for 74 colmuus with 
reading matter. He bus roughly in his 
mind tiie amount of spuce that the Irish 
bull uud tiie Brooklyn strike will take 
up, but beyoud that all is problematical. 
As preliminary, the eveuiug edition is 
carefully gone over, uud certain tbiugs 
whioh are deemed of greatest interest 
ate prepared for prmtiug again, aud 


page 4 is put together. This pago is ar- 
ranged for, early, ami is oust, but bear in 
mind that il is by uo means certain that 
it may be used, as it is now cast, for 
events may transpiro that, may necessi- 
tate the breaking lip of the entire page, 
and tiie substitution of now matter, with 
the exception of column 8. 

A great deal of horse matter is kept 
constant ly in type for use anywhere and 
everywhere. Much -jf it never sous the 
light, but wheu tor, ancient is decently 
buried in the melting pot. 

Iu a newspaper office there is nothing 
so certain as uncertainty up to the mo- 
ment when the forms aotually go to 
press. As it is important that the latest 
news may be given, the point of time at 
whioh the press work must begin is not 
determined by how soou the paper can 
be mude up, but in bow abort a timo the 
papers can be actually printed and tho 
work of delivery completed. The latest 
time now when the last foim must leave 
the composing room is 2.40 a. m. Last 
Sunday morning it weut down to the 
eleotrotypers at 2 38 o’clock, with two 
minutes to spare ou the time limit. As 
the last form was being taken by two 
men from the elevator, it was covered 
instantly by a sheet of matrix paper 
which is prepared especially for the pur- 
pose and is of a certain dampness; the 
form is then put uudor what seems to be 
a huge letter copying press, the screw is 
turned, and for extra pressure with an 
iron bar, thus a perfect mould is made 
of the entire page iu this damp sheet of 
paper. This matrix must be thoroughly 
dried whioh is done by placing it in a 
revolving heated 07eu. Two minutes 
has sufficed to biing the work thus far, 
the matrix is then placed in a curved 
casting box made on the same radius as 
the cylinder of the press ou which the 
plate is to be placed, tho box is then 
closed, proper space beiDg allowed for the 
thickness of the plate, two men bring a 
ladle full of molten metal and, presto, an 
impression from the matrix is made in 
durable form. Next, the casting box is 
immersed in water, the plate removed 
by gloved hands, for it is by no means 
cold, and placed upon a machine to have 
the revels made by which with clamps it 
is fastened to the press. There is only 
one more motion now, which is to place 
it ou its faco in another machine. A 
shaving knife is quickly passed over its 
back surface for ike purpose of eveuiug 
its thickness. It has takeu five more 
minutes to produce this plate. It is 
rapidly carried to the press aud shortly 
atter its mate or duplicate follows, the 
other plates having been put iu place 
oue by one as made, aud the press is 
equipped. The paper is led iu to the 
cylinder from the rolls by hand, tho 
pressman moves quickly for one or two 
liual adjustments, the sigual is given by a 
bejl, the lever is gently pushed forward 
and the groat machine begins to move. 
A stop of a minute or two for something 
unforseeu; agaiu the start is made, 
slowly at first, but now at full speed aud 
the cylinders are moving rouud and the 
paper travelling through the press and 
down over the folder at tho speed of a 
high waterfall. The noise is tremeu- 
dous. The papeis are not only folded 
but counted as well, every fiftieth paper 
beiug thrown out a little farther in the 
pile than its fellows, so that the man 
who removes them from the press can 
lay them in even numbers, by turning 
back and front each fifty as it issues 
from the machine. But the papers are 
still in the building and a very important 
part is yet to be done, which is tbo 
delivery. It takes fifteen men steadily 
working from this time uutil 0.30 to 
complete this part. 

The daily edition consumes about 
twenty tons ot paper, but its delivery is 
carried ou all through the day aud the 
Sunday edition, which is nearly as large 
in volume, but three times its size in 
number of puges, will take between fifty 
and sixty tons of pnper aud this delivery 
is all made practically at once or rather 
continuous aud all is gone before 7 
o’clock.

NEWTON CEMETERY CORPORATION 


BUSINESS THANH AO TED AT ANNUAL 
MEETING — It If PORTS OF TRUSTEES, SU- 
PERINTENDENT AND TREASURER PRE- 
SENTED— OVER 200 INTERMENTS LAST 
YEAR— EXCELLENT FINANCIAL SHOW- 
ING— MR. HENRY ROBS RE-ELECTED 
SUPERINTENDENT — OTHER OFFICERS 
CHOSEN. 

The annual meeting of tho Newton 
Cemetery Corporation was held In the 
Police Court room, West Newton, Wed- 
nesday evening, President E. B. Haskell 
in the chair. After the reading of the 
records by Clerk E. M. Fowle, the super- 
intendent’s report was presented, and the 
same accepted and ordered placed on 
file. It stated that during 1804 there 
had been 19 monuments and 104 tablets 
erected. The number of intcimeuts was 
235 — in piivate lots, 172; single graves, 
38; city lot, 25. The number of bodies 
in the receiving tomb, Jan. 1, 1894, was 
11; deposited during the year 28; total, 
39. The number removed during the 
year was 29. Fifty-one lots weie sold, 
making the total number of lot owners 
up to Dec. 81, 1894, 1322. The chapel 
was used 17 times during the year 1894. 

The report of the treasurer was next 
submitted aud approved. From it these 
figures are gleaned: Cash on hand, Jan. 

1, ’94. $1525.68; received from ail sources, 
$40,117.73; expenditures, $35,028.39; cash 
ou haud, Dec. 31, 1894, $0,014 92. The 
amount collected to Dec. 31, 1894, 
$0,014.92. Tho amount collected to Deo, 
31. 1894, for the perpetual care fund was 
$87,285 40, most ot which is invested in 
mortgages. Tho value of lots sold in 
1894 was $10,653. 

The report of the trustees was read by 
President Haskell. It was as follows: 

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 

The trustees feel justified in saying 
that our beautiful cemetery, with which 
so many tender sentiments and sacred 
associations are connected, was never be- 
fore so worthy of an enlightened and 
progressive community. It has reached 
that stage in its development, from crude 
conditions unavoidable in a new enter- 
prise, which places its future beyond the 
range of uncertainty. Almost for the 
first time the trustees see their way 
clear to make such improvements as are 
needed, with obeerful confidence that the 
means for the maintenance of the ceme- 
tery in the best condition will not be 
lacking. The steady growth of the per- 
petual oare fund has continued untu it 
now amounts to nearly ninety thousand 
dollars, yielding an income which, though 
temporarily diminished by the depres- 
sion of the times, promises to go far 
towards meeting ordinary expenditures. 

During the last year the lawus and 
avenues have beeu kept in better condi- 
tion than ever before, and some import- 
ant improvements have been made in the 
facilities for doing the work constantly 
required. These improvements include 
building a much needed addition to t lie 
barn iu the form of a two-storey sbed, 
wbicii makes it possible to take care of 
the implements used better than ever be- 
fore, the enlargement of the green- 
houses, which was greatly uceded. build- 
ing a waitiug room for visitors who ar- 
rive at and leave the cemetery by the 
street cars, building and painting fence, 
pointing wall aun gate-way, exteuding 
water pipes in the avenues for the pur- 
pose of increasing the means of irriga- 
tion, aud grading and planting about the 
1 buildings. The extraordinary expendi- 
tures involved iu these improvements 
have amounted to about forty-five hun- 
dred dollais. We believe that the money 
hns beeu wisely expended aud that good 
results will appear in tbe future. 

Fify-one lots were sold during the 
year. Tbe average size was rather small, 
tbe gross product of tbe sales amounting 
to $10,553. 

Tbe increase of the perpetual care fund 
duriug the year was $4754 33. Of this 
amount $30S(J was placed on new lots, 
aud $1008 38 on lots formerly sold with- 
out this piovision. The perpetual care 
fuud now amounts to $88,000.40, but of 
this $1875 has not beeu collected. Tbe 
amount invested at tbe end of tbe year 
was $83,055.51 

Notbwiibstanding the large and un- 
usual expenditures for permanent im- 
provements duriug the year we bave been 
able to make the regular contribution of 
$2500 to the sinking fund for the redemp- 
tion of the outstanding coupon notes 
without materially weakening our finan- 
cial condition. It will probably be safe 
to spend three or four thousand dollars 
for permanent improvements iu the year 
to come if such an expenditure shall be 
considered desirable. 

The demand uow most pressing for 
extra work is for tbe grading of the hill- 
side west of the chapel. This is a con- 
spicuous part of tbe grounds, iu tiie im- 
mediate vicinity of tbe chipel aud its 
ornamental surroundings, and its im- 
provement is very much to be desired. 

It is probable that other opportunities 
for making needed improvements will bo 
observed as tbe seasou advances. 

Tbo veterau superintendent, Mr. Henry 
ltoss, continues to enjoy tbe confidence 
of tbe trustees, aud bis assistants iu 
every department are competent aud 
diligent. 

Tiie action of tbe trustees iu tho vari 
ous matters touched upou in the report 
was confirmed by the proprietors. A 
committee of three was appointed to 
uomiuate trustees for the proseut year. 
It submitted the names of tho following 
geuilemen, who were duly elected: E. 
B. Haskell, Hon. J. F. C. Hyde, W. P. 
Tyler, A. K. Mitchell, Otis Pettee, Francis 
Murdock, George Frost, E. M. Fowle, C. 
F. Eddy. 

Ou motion of Mr. N. T. Allen, it was 
voted to empower the trustees to sell 
such laud as they might deem desirable. 
A vote of thanks was passed expressive 
ot uppr ciatiou i.f the faithful and in- 
telligent work of the trustees iu tbe in- 
terests of tbe corporation. 

Mr. George Frost suggested that it 
would be a good idea to change tbe date 
of the annual meeting to some time iu 
June, it could be held then, he said, iu 
tbe cemetery cliupel. More would be 
likely to alteud, ami, cousequeutly. more 
iutercst developed. Oue advautagu 
would be iu affording prorietors an op- 
portunity of seeiug tbe improvements iu 
the cemetery. 

Mr. W. P. Tyler favored tbe pluu. lie 
thought it would be pi durable to hold 
the annual meeting in June. Many of 
tbe property owners, he said, were 
widows, who would be more likely to 
gel out during the warm moutiis. Others 
took tbe same view, iucludiug President 
Haskell, it was voted finally to call u 
special meeting of the corporation for 
tho first Monday afternoon iu April, 
when tbe dale of future unuual meetings 
will probably be determined. 

At the meeting of tbe trustees, follow- 
ing the corporation meeliug, Mr. K. B. 
Haskell was re-elected president, Mr. W. 
P. Tyler was chosen vies presided, Mr. 
E. M. Fowle, clerk and auditor; Usury 
Ross, superintendent; Otis Pettee, 
treasurer.

THE ALDERMANIC PICTURES. 


The councilman are haying a quiet 
laugh at the expense of the aldermen, 
and also congratul iting themselves over 
their own shrewdness. At the begin- 
ning of the year they were all solicited 
to furnish their photographs for a 
"magnificent illustrated edition," gotten 
up “without regard to expense" by an 
amateur publisher. The aldermen took 
the bait without suspicion, but the 
councilmen, suspecting a bill in the 
distance, respectfully declined. They 
are now hugging themselves over their 
worldly wisdom, as the mayor and the 
aldermen have each received a bill for 
$10, which they are asked to pay, for the 
privilege of having their pictures turned 
loose in this cold world. The aldermen 
think that no expense was spared, at 
least in making out the bill. 

There was quite a lively discussion 
over the matter, 1 ist Monday night, al- 
though no report of it appears in our 
city government pi >ceedings, and the al- 
dermen are somew at at a loss to account 
for the size of the hill. Small cuts, such 
as were used, cos from $1.50 to $2 50, 
according to the engraver patronized, 
and this would leave a clear profit of 
some $70, quite a profitable scheme in 
theso hard times. 

To say that the aldermen wffre sur- 
prised at the bills, is to put it very mild- 
ly, and evidently they did not expect to 
be oalled on to pay anything. Some of 
them say they would uot miud paying 
for the cuts, but tney do uot see why 
they should feel called ou to help a 
paper in ono of tlm smallei Newton vil- 
lages, at least to such an extent. Other 
think they ought o have been paid for 
being willing to m ike Lydia Piukbams 
of themselves. 

Just how it will turn out doth not yet 
appear, but the «- >nncilmen think it fur- 
nishes an uuai swerable argument 
against abolishing the lower branch of 
the City Council. When aldermen are 
so easily “worked," they think it is only 
proper that each uldermau should have 
two couDcilmou as guardians. 

What will bappe i if they do uot pay 
the bills is a question some of them are 
discussing. Shall hey risk the danger 
of being attacked <11 through the year, 
which might be oisagieeable, or shall 
they submit and uoralort themselves 
with the thought that they will know 
more another time. Perhaps it would 
be wiser to compt online and send along 
$2, to pay for the cut and the expense of 
printiug. That n. ght be the best way 
to settle it, but i probably marks the 
eud of the “illustr ted edition" venture, 
as far as the city council is concerned. 
Very few men like to have it said that 
they are willing t pay $10, just for the 
sake of having tin ir picture iu a paper. 

The affair may lead to strained rela- 
tions betweeu the two branches, as in 
response to the jokes of one of the ojuu- 
cilmeu, an aider m.<u rs reported to have 
retorted, that it vas their own money, 
anyway, and they bad never appropriated 
$200 a year out ol be city treasury, just 
to see their names in print, whieh was 
certainly a pulpalne hit, as the common 
couucil were “w« iked" for that sum, 
la- 1 year, for the pilntiugof au alleged 
report of their do ngs. 

MAYOR BOrii FKLD’g IDBA8.

lie expressed himself as follows: "This 
is a matter w hicb is not entirely uew to 
me, as within a w. ek the same questions 
were discussed by myself and other 
mayors. 

“But this is sue i a radical obauge that 
I do uot at present j ire to give a decided 
opinion, but am inclined to think very 
favorably of the p (position. I hope the 
suggestion will be carefully considered, 
as it may be fraug it with great good to 
the whole state, md uot alone to those 
cities where the execution of certain laws 
is very difficult. 

“1 am opposed to the proposed act 
putting the police depirtmeuts of all the 
cities under the c Urol of a commission 
appointed by the (J ivernoi, and if some 
change from the | icseut method of ad- 
ministration is to >e made, the plan pro- 
posed by Geu. M tiu seems to me to be 
a much fairer and more effective method 
of securing the euroicemeut of the State 
laws." 

Newton is very fortunate iu regard to 
fires, owing in real measure to the 
eflioieucy of our lire department. The 
fire iu Eliot block night easily have been 
a very serious our, if tho department had 


not responded so promptly and worked 
so efficiently. Ah it Mas, but compara- 
tively small damage vas done, and the 
occupants had a very fortunate escape. 
One curious thing about this fire is that 
it is just whst many people have been 
looking for these many years, and they 
would not have boen at all surprised had 
tho whole structure gone up in smoke. 
The fire was hard to get at, but the fire- 
men suoceeied in checking i; in iess than 
an hour, and confined it chiefly to the 
place in which it started. Tho affair 
proves what, has been claimed, that the 
building is practically fireproof and that 
the hall abovo is safer than the average 
ball where people congregate without 
fear. Tho fire will do a good detl to dis. 
sipa’o the needless fears whicti many 
people have had, as it showed ’.hat an 
audience would have ample tims to get 
out by the ordiuary stairways, without 
having recourse to tho wide fire-cucapcs 
which were provided some years ago. 
The smoke did not penetrate above the 
first story and the fire was practically 
confined to Mr. Mason's store 
and the basemeut underneath where it 
originated. The whole department vas 
called out as a precautionary measure, 
but happily they wore not needed. 


A strong argument against annual 
sessions is furnished by the record of 
this year’s legislature. Although it hns 
been in session only four weeks, no less 
than sixty state officials have presented 
petitious for an iucrease of salary, and 
some of them will probably be able to 
work such a scheme through. They are 
all well paid aud there would not be the 
slightest difficulty ia filling their places 
should they resign, but with aunual ses- 
sions there is always this temptation to 
give the legislators something to do by 
petitioning for more salary aud get some- 
thing more out of the state. As for the 
increase of salary, it is certainly a curi- 
ous time to ask for it, wheu about all 
tho taxpayers have to get along with a 
reduced income and. they will hardly 
sympathize with this desire of the office 
holders. Anuual sessions give opportu- 
nity for all sorts of j >bs aud double the 
temptations which surround the mem- 
bers. Our legislature is so long in get- 
ting down to business, that by the time 
they have seriously settled to work, 
most of the bodies in other states that 
began at the same time have finished and 
cone home. 


The hearing over the revocation of the 
location granted to the Newton & Boston 
Street Railway Company on the boule- 
vard, is due to the fact that by the 
original order the company is uot bound 
to build a line the whole leugth of the 
boulevard, but could stop at Centre 
street or any other place they desired. 
It is proposed to remedy this defect aud 
therefore a hearing is ordered. The 
railroad company may object, but the 
aldermen have the power to revoke a 
location at any time, and fortunately no 
work has been done by thercompauy, so 
that there will be no question of dam iges. 
Perhaps it might be well to find out 
what the conapauy propose to do about 
getting an entrance to Boston, aud get- 
ting their passengers to ihe Chestnut 
Hill terminus of the West. End line. The 
success of the com piny would depend in 
great measure upon doiug this, and 
people would like to kuow whit anaoge- 
meuts they have or can make. 


Boston’s unomuloyed are a great deni 
better off this winter than they were last. 
This is the testimouy of the charitable 
institutions in the city, aud tho labor 
meu themselves state that the work is 
more plentiful. Secretary Peterson, gen- 
eral agent of the industrial aid society, 
looked over the figures from other citus 
and said that Boston could compare 
favorably with any of them in the mat- 
ter of improvement iu the condition of 
its unemployed this winter. 

The street railways are preparing to 
compete with the steam roads in many 
ways. The Massachusetts street railway 
associations petitiou the Legislature 
that such roads may be permitted to 
carry United States mail, to have polite 
aud to haul freight, merchandise and ex- 
press packages. 


It is said tuero is a strong sentiment 
in some of the outside wards iu favor of 
j tilling in the movement to have clean 
sidewalks in winter, and that petitions 
to have the ordinance exteuded to them 
will be presented to the City Council. 
It is only a question of time when all the 
wurds will fall into line. 


The Watertown delegates chosen to 
the Senatorial convention favor Dr. 
Niles for Senator, his ticket having beeu 
elected after a sh irp fight in the caucus. 
It is said to be a victory for the A. P. A. 
of Watertown.

The Awakening; Tiger. 

Between the drowsy sloop of the noc- 
turnal animals and tho hypersensitive 
sleep of those which spond their livos iu 
constant fear of their enemies a place 
must bo found for the form of slumber 
enjoyed by the largo carnivora aud that 
of domestic animals. The former liavo 
no enemies to fear except man, and tho 
lattor, protected by mnu, enjoy to the 
full tlio blessiug of natural rest. 

Tigers aro frequently found fast 
asleep in the daytime. Native hunters 
have been known to track them after a 
"kill” to tho place in which they were 
lying fast asleep and gorged with food 
and to shoot them as thoy lie. When 
taking his midday repose in districts 
5vhero it is little disturbed, the tiger 
does not always retire to a place of se- 
curity, like the boar, or evon the leop- 
ard, which usually sleeps ou tho branch 
of a treo. It just lies down insomo con- 
venient spot, either shndy or warm, ac- 
cording to tho weather, aud tliero sleeps 
almost regardless of danger. They lmvo 
been found lyuig iu dry nullahs, under 
trees and even iu the grass of the hill- 
sides unobserved until their disturber 
camo within a fe5v yards of thorn. 

Goneral Dougins Hamilton, when 
shooting in the Dandilly forest, came 
upon a tigress and two cubs lying fast 
asleep on their backs, with their paws 
sticking up in the air, under a clump of 
bamboos. When ho was within a fow 
yards of the group, one raised its head 
and without moving its body quietly 
looked at him along the lino of its body 
betweeu irs paws.

When I had finished my cursory ex- 
amination of the manuscript, 1 laid it

Anderson & Maitland You 
owo it both to yourself and to your friends to 
take measures to put a stop to tho circulation 
of these falsehoods about yon.

The affair was, 
however, settled out of court, a settle- 
ment which left Ross considerably out 
of pocket by his first aud last literary 
venture. 

“I never heard of this fellow Burrell 
in my life,” ho told me mournfully. 
“Tho story,’ such us it was, came out of 
my head. But of course I couldn’t go 
into oourt aud give myself away. The 
laugh would have been against me. “

FAMOUS ENGLISH SWORDS. 

Rome Noticeable Weapons That Aro Ex* 
hibited In the Tower of I.ondon. 

Whoever visits the Londou Tower 
may on joy a vori table feast of swords, 
but amid the numberless array of weap- 
ons thero aro ono or two that are espe- 
cially worthy of notice. There is tho 
sword of stato, which is girt on tho 
monarch’s side after his anointing at 
the imposing ceremony of coronation, 
which girding is moro bonorod in tho 
breach, one would supposo, when the 
monarch is a lady. Tho sword is first 
consecrated by tho primate, and by him 
handed to tho lord chamberlain, who 
completes tho function. It is n two hand 
ed weapon, with rich decorations on hilt 
nnd pommel and scabbard. Of scarcely 
less importance is tho ‘ 'sword of mercy, ’ ’ 
borne before the sovereign iu the coro- 
nation procession. This sword is named 
Curtana, but though undoubtedly very 
ancient it can hardly claim to be the 
original Curtana forgod by the famous 
Munifican. 

This original Cnrtana was tho magio 
weapon of Ogier the Dane, bold knight 
of Charlemagne’s most warliko days. 
Our own Curtana is in any case many 
centuries old. It is sqnnre pointed, with 
the look as though tho point had been 
broken short; hence possibly its name. 
A fine gold wire covers its handlo, and 
the scabbard is remarkably ornate. Two 
other swords are carried at the corona- 
tion ceremony — swords symbolical of 
spiritual and temporal justice, tho first 
with an obtuse point, the latfcor sharp. 
Curtana and these two justice swords 
arp uot often called upon to make a pub- 
lic appearance. It is happily more than 
a half century since they wero last re- 
quired at a coronation, but whenever 
the sovereign opens parliament in per- 
son tho sword of state first mentioned is 
called from its repose. 

The lord mnyor’s sword is even moro 
familiar to the general public, aud not 
only Londou, but most other corpora- 
tions, have their sword and sword bear- 
er. It is a picturesque survival of the 
middle ages, which one would regret to 
see abolished — part of the ritual of state 
customs, which ritual is by no means 
meaningless. Public action must often 
bo of a figurative character. Such is tho 
mode by which the city of London some- 
times does honor to those who have ren- 
dered the nation good service, presenting 
to them swords of honor. These civic 
swords have been given to mon like 
Lord Napior, Lord Clyde, Lord Wolse- 
ley. "W ellingtou received one in his day, 
and so did tho Prussian Blucher. — Lou- 
don Standard. 


Golf. 

A game with a history of moro than 
400 years must necessarily have some 
interesting records. Golf has been great- 
ly liked by kings. In the time of James 
I it was generally practiced by all 
classos. Tho uufortunato Charles I was 
devoted to golf. While on a visit iu 
Scotland in 1041 as he was deeply en- 
gaged iu a game news was brought him 
of the breaking out of a rebellion in Iro- 
laiul, aud tho royal golfer threw down 
his club and retired iu great agitation 
to Holyrood House. When he was im- 
prisoned at Newcastle, his keeper kind- 
ly permitted him to take recreation on 
the golfing links with his train. It is 
said that Mary, queen of Scots, was seen 
playing golf in the field beside Seaton 
a few days after the murder of her hus- 
band. In 18U7 a magnificent gold medal 
was presented to St. Andrew’s by Wii-4 
liam IV, to bo played for annually. One 
of the earlier kings forbade tho impor- 
tation of golf balls from Holland be- 
cause it took away “na small quuntitie 
of gold and silver out of the kingdome 
of Scotland, ” and at one time “golfo 
and futeball aud other unprofitable 
games” were forbidden in England be- 
cause archery, so necessary in the de- 
fense of the nation, was being neglect- 
ed iu their favor. — Exchange. 


The Hawaiian Island*. 

The Hawaiian Islands have been found 
to be richer in animal life than was for- 
merly supposed. As the result of a year’s 
investigation by tho British association, 
through its committee, it has been found 
that of birds there aro 78 Hpecies, of 
which 57 aro peculiar to this group. All 
tho land and fresh water shells are pe- 
culiar, and of *1,000 species of insects 
700 are uot found elsewhere. It thus 
seems that those islands have by no 
means been populated from tho conti- 
nent, but have been centers of independ- 
ent creation. — Independent.

The art exhibition, under the auspices 
of the club, of which so rnuoh bus been 
said recently, opened Wednesday even- 
ing. A reoeption was given to the visit- 
ing artists, club members and hundreds 
of prominent people fiom Boston, the 
Newtons and surrounding towns. 

The exhibition is one of the most com- 
plete and extensive of its kind ever given 
in New England, tho finest, in fact, ever 
shown east of New York. It is a big 
success and has far exceeded the expec- 
tations of its promoters. 

The plan of holding an exhibition 
originated with Mr. Henry E. Cobh, ex- 
president of the club and a leading art 
connoiseur. The plan met with the ap 
proval of the club, and an appropriation 
was made sufficiently liberal to insure an 
exhibit of more than ordinary propor- 
tions. 

Tho committee intrusted with carry- 
ing out the plan consisted of Mr. Cobb, 
Mr. William M. Bullivant aud Mr. Louis 
K. Harlow, the artist. Through the ex- 
ertions of these gentlemen a long list of 
the prominent artists of New York and 
Boston were secured to contribute to the 
exhibit. 

It is the first attempt of the Newton 
Club to make itself an artistic centre, 
and the club is fortunate in being rtble to 
command sufficient attention from artists 
of standing to secure paiutiugs of such 
character aud note as these shown.

Stat e of Bishop Brooks. 

A bas-relief statue of the late Bishop 
Phillips Brooks is to he placed in the 
Church of the Incarnation, New York 
city, where the bishop’s brother, Rev. 
Dr. Arthur Brooks, is rector. It is the 
work of William Clark Noble ot New 
York, who made a bas-relief bust length 
portrait last year for for Dr. McVickar’s 
church in Philadelphia, iu which Phillips 
Brooks began his ministry. Th*- present 
statue is a little more than life size, but 
in the lace it is to oocuyy it will seem 
precicely the six feet, four inches, which 
was the subject’s stature. It represents 
lnm not as bishop, but as preacher, so 
that lie does not wear tlie ungainly 
bishop sleeves. It is an impressive 
- tatue ns seen in the elay, aud as the first 
image to be made of tho noble figure 
and face, attracts great iuterest. Besides 
which there is especial iuterest for 
sculptors iu the peculiarity of its model- 
ing, by which, though less than seven 
inches high from the flat, it appears to 
be on the highest relief, as much as 18 or 
20 inches. It thus assumes the esseutial 
dignity of a statue, and artists regard 
the work as very remarkable.

Attractions of Florida. 

Dear Northern friends:— 

If our editor cares to allow space 
for a Southern breeze I will come for a 
short chat on Florida flowers, for what 
ever other attractions this sunny land 
may or may not have, it certainly is one 
grand flower garden, each month unfold- 
ing some new beauties of the floral king- 
dom, until one is fairly bewildered with 
rhe variety, and brilliancy of colors. 
There is the majestic Spanish D igger, a 
strikingly handsome plant of eiect, 
branchless habit, some 5 to 7 feet high 
and crowned with one huge truss ot 
creamy white bell-shaped flowers; the 
truss is about 2 feet high and uearly the 
size around of a water pail. Imagine, 
if you can, a more showy pi int for tin 
lawn. Then there is the O ik Geranium, 
a pretty foliage plaut, of easy cultnn ; 
the leaves are a rich, dark green, oak 
shaped aud have a peculiar aroma 4 u- 
fragrance. I first saw this plant in the 
north, but here they grow everywhere, 
in wild luxuriance, as do many other 
tender uortheru plants likeL intanas, Ai 
butilonB, Zanzibar lilies, E inter lilies, 
oxaliB, cactus, cannas, criuums, hya- 
cinths, and others. I wish you could see 
to what grand perfection the Oleauders 
grow here; they grow 1ft to 25 leet high, 
really little trees, aud the tops one com- 
plete sea of bloom the whole summer 
long. 1 assure you they do not much re- 
semble their stuuted northern cousins, 
which, perhaps, tower 4 or 5 feet above a 
tub of soil, aud occasion illy surprise you 
with a few clusters of ll twers. Let me 
tell you of a uever-to-be-forgoiten -ight 
which I witnessed on the St. Jobus river, 
last summer. Up in the lagoons, grow 
quantities of beuutiful water hyaciuthi*; 
during a heavy high wind tide these 
plants broke loose, und for two days 
acres of these came floating down the 
river, one of the gr&udest sights 1 ever 
saw. Hundreds of people Lhrouged the 
wharves to see the tloatiug garden, the 
great spikes of flowers, clothed iu royal 
colois of purple and gold, and the pity 
too, as they sailed so steadily aud quiet- 
ly along, to kuow that they were o dy 
goiug to sure destruction which would 
meet them as they left the river, aud 
lauuched out on the bounding billows of 
the broad old Atlautio. Do you know 
the Southern cotton makes fine house 
plants? 1 have sent the seed to several 
north, who report liatteriug success. One 
lady writes that tier great white oottou 
flowers, followed by the fluffy cotton 
hulls, attracted more atteution than all 
her other pluuts. Anyone who wishes 
to try their liauds raisiug cotton, I will 
send seed if you seud postage, also if you 
wish Geranium seed, or seed of the 
Spanish Dagger, 1 will seud them, as both 
are ripe now. One stamp is euough 
postage for oue or all the seeds. Lust 
the Editor frown at too long a first call

A clubhouse of the character 
proposed, recently described in these 
columns, will be a most desirable thing for 
Newton, and will be an influential fnetor 
in making the olty the most conspicuous 
amateur athletic centre In New England. 
Those who have worked earnestly toward 
the consummation of the project deserve 
the full measure of praise, 't hey have run 
against numerous obstacles and prejudices 
and have practically been conducting a 
sort of campaign of education. Physical 
training is very important and when it can 
be had amid agreeable social environment, 
it would seem as though the usually apa- 
thetic Interest of Newtonians would be en- 
livened into something like enthusiasm.

NEW FIELDS FOR NOVELISTS. 

Why Docs Not Romo Writer Use nn Eskimo 
M llrrolne? 

The division of the earth among con- 
temporary novelists 1 ms not ns yot in- 
cluded Greenland, whore soino now 
writer can lay tho sceno of n story in 
which tho heroine will wonr sealskin 
trousers and calm hor troubled heart 
with mighty drafts of train oil. 

Neither has any novelist seized upon 
China, where great things may yot bo 
(lone by a story toller who roally knows 
something of that modern nnd multitudi- 
nons sphinx, tho Chinaman. 

But with theso exceptions thoro is 
vory littlo desirable territory which is 
not pre-empted. This of course greatly 
hampers new novelists who are com- 
pelled to write novelR dealing only with 
English men and women at homo. 

England is the common possession of 
everybody, and evon tho American writer 
who does not wish to imitate either Mr. 
Harto or Mr. Howells is compelled to 
lay tho scene of his stories in London 
or in some one of tho many little Eng- 
lish colonies to bo fonnd in continental 
cities. 

The English novelist who wishes to 
writo a story characterized by some littlo 
novelty is redneed to inventing Dodos or 
other fnbnlons creatures, an attempt 
which fails more frequently than it suc- 
ceeds. 

This state of things is so plain to ev- 
ery writer that I wonder that no ono lins 
rushed in to occupy the Greenland or 
tho Chinese Hold. 

A Greenland story would at once at- 
tract attention becanse of its novelty, 
and wo who have never been to Green- 
land could warmly recognize tho truth 
of its local color, nnd the profound 
knowledge of Eskimo character shown 
by tho writer. 

An advanced Eskimo maiden with a 
wild desire to wear petticoats instead 
of trousers aud to drink tea instead of 
trniu oil could hardly fail to charm the 
render. 

I am afrnid, however, that tho ad- 
vanced Eskimo maid would not survivo 
beyond the first four or five chapters, 
for I understand that whenever au Es- 
kimo woman exhibits symptoms of ad- 
vanced thinking she is immediately set 
adrift ou an ice floe — W. L. Aldon in 
Idler. 

BATHING IN THE DEAD SEA. 


An Easy Matter to Float on the Surface of 
the Thick Water. 

Tho Dead sea, or more properly the 
Salt sea, is also oollod in Scripture tho 
sea of thoArabali; in the Apocrypa, tho 
Sodomitish sea;in tbo Talmudical hooks, 
son of Salt and sea of Sodom. The 
name Dead soa seems to liavo been first 
used iu Greek, and the Arabio name is 
Bar Lut, or the sen of Lot. It has n 
length varying from 40 to 40 miles and 
is t nly about three miles across at its 
broadest part. 

Prom the analysis of the United States 
expedition it appears that each gallon 
of the water, weighing 12 % pounds, 
contains nearly 8 % pounds (3.310) of 
matter in solution, an immense quantity 
in view of the fact that sea water, 
weighing 10 ^ pounds per gallon, con- 
tains less than one-half pound. Of this 
8 % ponuds nearly a pound is common 
salt (chloride of sodium), about two 
pounds chloride of mngnosium aud less 
than one-half pound chloride of oaloium 
(muriate of lime). There does not np- 
poar to ha anything about it inimical to 
life, and tho story of a recent tourist 
confirms this. Ho says: 

“As for the Dead sea, it will, in con- 
tradiction of the name, forever preserve 
a green and living memory in my mind. 
No fish can survive iu it, we all know, 
but for aplacofor a swim, or, above all, 
for a float, commend me to it beyond all 
tho Winnepesaukoes in the world. How 
it bears yoump iu arms! How it annihi- 
lates tho tiresome ponderosity and dig- 
nity of the laws of gravitation 1 How it 
introduces you into the inner conscious- 
ness of dainty ariel and thistledom and 
all other airy, fairy creatures ! Tho more 
you weigh tho less you weigh. Thoro is 
tho real hydrostatic paradox. An ele- 
phant in tho Dead sea would feel him- 
self a gazelle. Then what a mirror its 
steely surface was that morning, nnd 
how beautiful its reflections of the moun- 
tains of Palestine on tho ono hand and 
of Moab on the other 1” — Brooklyn 
Englo. 

Electric Lights. 

A Vienna professor gives it as his 
opinion, after much research on tiie 
subject, tlmt all delicute persons and 
those who suffer from nervousness 
should never remain long in a room 
lightod by electric lights, its effect ou 
the nervous system being such that aft- 
er awhile they generally become uneasy 
aud depressed uud find it impossible 
to concentrate the attention for any 
length of time. Young persons, on tho 
contrary, aud those with strong nerves 
find the influence of the light extromely 
beneficial, especially when tho brain is 
overworked and tired, the effect being 
much tho sniue as that of strong coffeo 
— i. o., increased activity of tho nerv- 
ous system. 

Through Algerian Spectacles. 

In a delightful paper before a club 
recently Mrs. Fannie C. Barbour, tlie 
writer aud traveler, gave u description 
of her visit to some Algerian ladies. 
Through the interpreting friend who ac- 
companied her the hostesses conveyed 
their polite pity ut her extruordiuury 
costume. “Where,” they asked iu 
pluintive pity for the unfortunate 
Amuricun, “are her Turkish trousers?” 
When told tlmt she ouiue from Arner 
icu, they usked where that wus, uud on 
hearing tlmt it was across a grout sea 
complacently remarked: “Not so greut 
us our Mediterruneau. There is no sea 
like thut. ” 

Food For Man aud Ikiut. 

“Wo rend sometimes, ” said Mr. Bill- 
tops, “of peoplu ‘eugerly devouring’ a 
huwspuper, hut horses sometimes do that 
literally. Twice lately 1 have seen horses 
eating newspapers. Perhups this might 
come under the head of ‘taking iu every 
word.’ ” — New York Bun.

patched in the 7 o’clock morning mail. 
The second trip, (delivery) starts at 715 
a. m. The delivery is over the whole 

E OBtal di trict and the collection of all 
oxes. The mail is dispatebed at 0.45 
and 12 a. m. For third trip, the start 
is made at 12.45 p. in. This is for col- 
lection. The mail is dispatched at 1.45 
and 1.55 p. m. east and west. For the 
fourth trip, (generai delivery and collec- 
tion), the start is made at 1 p. m; fifth 
and last trip (general delivery and col- 
lection throughout the entire district), 
start is made at 4.15 p. m. On Sundays, 
collection is made from all boxes at 4 
p. m, and the mail dispatched at 6 p. m. 
The routes in this city cover a good deal 
of ground and the carrier certainly earns 
his salary for the labor is pretty con- 
stant and arduous, with rather long 
hours. 

One of the chief objects of the mutual 
benefit association is to provide relief for 
the men in case of being sick or disabled, 
the amount of the sick benefit is $10 per 
week after first week of sickness or disa- 
bility. Such an organization deserves 
encouragement and heDce, it is to be 
hoped that its coming ball will yield a 
solid financial result, adding generously 
to the sum total in the treasury.

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CITY GOVERNMENT PROCEEDINGS 


HKAIttNQ ON PKOPOSITION TO RSTADl.fflll 
A BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS BKFOHK 
COMMON COUNCIL— MEMORIAL OUDKR 
RKLATINO TO BOSTON’S PORTION OF 
THE COMMONWEALTH AVENUE BOUI.R- 
VARD— ORDER PROVIDING FOR AP- 
POINTMENT Or SPECIAL COMMITTER TO 
CONSIDER AND REPORT A BILL AMEND- 
ING CITY CHARTER HO AS TO PROVIDE 
FOR CONSOLIDATION OF THE VARIOUS 
DEPARTMENTS UNDER SINGLE EXECU- 
TIVE HEADS -SPECIAL MEETING OF 
BOARD OF MAYOR AND ALDERMEN. 


At the meeting of the common coun- 
cil, Monday evening, a hearing was given 
agreeably to request of Hon. J. F. C. 
Hyde and others on the order authoriz- 
ing the mayor to petition the Legisla- 
ture for authority to establish a board of 
public works. It was opened at 8.04 
o’clock. An effort has been made on 
the part of some of those opposed to the 
project to create the impression that 
there was a good deal of opposition to 
the plan. They may have been sinoere 
in the belief that there was, but it was 
not in evidence at tbo hearing so far as 
any public expression of viaws are con- 
cerned. Mr. John T. Langford in a com- 
munication sen t to the city council pre- 
sented what many regard as a strong 
objeotiou to the proposed act, that of the 
omission of the referendum clause sub- 
mitting it to the people for decision. 
The avalanche of speakers expected to 
appear in opposition failed to materialize 
and the hearing, measured by those on 
important topics in the past, was a de- 
cidedly tame affair. 

Mr, John Sturgis Potter was the first 
speaker. He commenced by saying that 
he agreed with Mayor Bothfeld that the 
affairs of the city should be managed on 
the basis of a first-class business corpora- 
tion. If the board of public works, he 
continued, means an executive with a 
large salary and three commissioners 
with salaries of $3000 or more each, I 
think that it is uncalled for. If it 
means that throe of the present heads of 
departments shall constitute the board, 

I would suggest that the heads of de- 
partments now have all they can attend 
to. If it means the placiug of more 
power in the hands of the mayor, mak- 
ing him the business manager of the 
city and paying him a sufficient salary 
for his full time, I should favor it. It 
seems to me that it would be au advance 
step to fix the mayor’s salary at from 
$3000 to $5000 per annum, making his 
term of office three years instead of one 
as now and securing the whole of his 
time. Under the mayor, there should 
be heads of depattments, such a-> water 
works and sewers, answerable to him; 
these heads of departments to be well 
paid for their services. I would suggest 
the appointing of these heads of depart- 
ments by the mayor, subject to confirma- 
tion by a two thirds vote of a single 
board, that single board to consist of 21 
aldermen to be elected for terms of thiee 
years in such manner as to provide each 
year lor, at least, one-third new repre- 
sentation in the body. 

To carry out such a plan would, it 
seems to me,b« a great step ia advance for 
the City of Newton. Of course, it may 
be argued that tbe all tus of the city are 
well m .uaged and that such a scheme is 
utopian and looking toward too high an 
iot-al of perfection. The dear people 
may obj-cc to thts idea of centiaiiz ition. 
It seems to me, however, it l read the 
signs of the times correctly, 'bat it 
would be wise to mauago muni, ipal af- 
faiis on business principles and some- 
what in the line tbe mayor has sug- 
gested. 

borne may think that two boards are 
bettei than one, the idea being that it 
provides against unwise aud hasty legis- 
lation. 1 cannot, however, see what ab- 
solute necessity has existed for two 
boards in Niwtou tbe past 15 years. 
This opinion is the result of my own ex- 
perience and the views I have formed 
through consultation with those who 
have given a great deal of thought to the 
matter. 1 have talked with prominent 
Boston men, who may be said to be ex- 
perts in municipal aff-irs, who state 
that there is no actual check of oue 
botrd upon the other. 

John Pendergtst was the next speak- 
er. Af er relating a bit of personal 
history, he Btated that he desired to 
speak upon the question of establishing 
a board of public works from the staud- 
poi t of r. laboring man. iiis idea 
seemed to be to do away with what be 
termed the one-man power of regulating 
the city’s expenditures. He thought 
that the interests of tax payers was uot 
duly regarded by tbe superintendent of 
streets. Certain heads of departments, 
he said, put all the money they could in 
the pockets of particular individuals. 
They helped only their friends. Just 
what he thought about a board of public 
works was not very clear in tbe minds of 
bis auditors, The weight of his re- 
marks seemed to bn in the way of criti- 
cism of heads of departments. 

Ex-Aldermao Chad wick— In regard to 
this matter of a hoard of public works, 
I feel as I did thiee or four years ago, 
It seems to me lb it it should be referred 
to the people. There are now superin- 
tendents of ueurlv all the departments. 
These hea ts of departmeu's with a com- 
mittee of tbe city couucil might consti- 
tute an outlook committee to look alter 
the city’s interests. Some such plan 
would he better, I thiuk, ihau that of 
creating a commission with three or 
more high salaried officials. It would be 
less expensive and it would obviate tiie 
danger of puttiug too much control in 
the hands of men uot woolly within the 
control of the city oouucil. 1 have 
brought a letter from a citizen on the 
subject under discussiou which I desire 
read. « 

The document was handed to Clerk 
Biiuibleoom, who read it in response to 
the request. It was as follows: 

Tu Ills Common Couucil of tbe City of Newtou: — 
Geutlemen: — 1 thank you for the privi- 
lege ullorded me of addressing your 
honorable body uuju the proposed bill 
to establish a board of public works be- 
fore i hat hill is submitted to the Legis- 
lature, 1 regret my inability to be pies 
eut at this hearing, to listeu lo the woids 
spoken aud participate in the debate 
upon this important subject, but since I 
cannot be present, 1 will ask your kind 
attention to oue part of tbe bill as re- 
ported in tbe public press, which I he 
lieve ought to be changed. 1 refer to 
bectiou 3 aud that which follows, viz,: 

“This act shall uot lake effect unless 
acoeprmi by the City Council of the City 
of Newton, eto,” This clause sounds 
si range to me. The city couucil formu- 
lates a bill, asks tbe Legislature lo enact 
it, aud pi ovules that wbeu enacted the 


bill shall not tako effect until accepted 
by the very powor that originated it. Is 
it usual for governments to reject the 
work of their own hands, to go back 
upon a bill of their own creation? 

It also seems strange to me in viow of 
what hns transpired in the past touching 
this subject, that the city council of 1895 
should frame a bill to establish a board 
of public works, without including in 
that bill a referendum to the people. 
Possibly you may not remembor that in 
1890 the Legislature at the request of the 
city council enacted a bill to create a 
boatd of public works for the city of 
Newton. The bill presented by the city 
at that time like tbe one before you did 
uot contain the provision, that, the bill 
should become operative only when ac- 
cepted by the people at an olection held 
for that purpose, nevertheless such an 
amendment framed in tiie interest of 
pure government everywhere, and to 
prevent possible corruption by ring con- 
trol. was added to the bill during its 
passage through the House of Repre- 
sentatives by the Hon. Elihu B, Hayes, 
ex mayor of the city of Lynn. 

This amendment provoked one of the 
most animated debates of the session of 
1800. 

The power of oue city government 
combined with one seuator and repre- 
sentatives was exerted to defeat the 
amendment on the ground that Newton 
was a unit in favor of the bill, did not 
want to vote upon it, and was anxious 
for the speedy establishment of its board 
of public works. Every art known to 
legislation was employed to eDact thi® 
bill without the referendum, but without 
success, and after more than three 
months contest tbe bill was enacted with 
the following amendments: 

CHAI*. 343, ACTS OF 1800. 

Section 4. This act shall be submitted 
to the qualified voters of the city of New- 
ton for its acceptance, at the next elec- 
tion for state, district and county officers 
aud shall be void unless such voters vot- 
ing in their respective wards or precincts 
at said election shall determine to adopt 
the same. The vote shall bo taken by 
ballot in accordance with the provisions 
of the election laws of tbe Common- 
wealth there in force, so far as the same 
shall be applicable, in answer to the 
question, “Shall an act passed by the 
General Court in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety, entitled ’An act to en- 
able tbe city of Newton to establish a 
board of public works; be accepted?” 
aud the affirmative votes of a majority of 
the voters present and voting thereon 
shall be required for its acceDtance. If 
so adopted this act shall take effect at 
the beginning of the municipal year iu 
tbe following January, except as herein- 
after provided. 

Section 5. The secretary of the Com- 
monwealth shall, on the ballots for use 
in the city of Newton at the next elec- 
tion for state, district aud county officers, 
aiso print the question to be submitted 
to the legal voters of said city by the 
provision of and as stated in seotion four 
of this act. 

Seotion 0. So much of this act as au- 
thorizes the submission of the question 
of its acceptance to tbe legal voters of 
said city shall take effect upon its 
passage, but it shall not further take ef- 
fect uuless accepted by the legal voters 
of said city as herein prescribed. [Ap- 
proved May 28, 1800.1 
When in Novetnoer, 1800, the election 
as ordered above was held, the citizens 
of Newton, who in the Senate and House 
of Representatives were declared to be 
uuanimous iu favor of a board of public 
works, defeated the bill, castiDg about a 
two thirds vote against its passage. So 
eoded the board of public works of 1890. 

Iu tbe interest of the people aud of 
what I believed to be for the good of our 
city as well as of all city goverments. I 
spent more than three mouths in the ef- 
fort to accomplish the enactment of 
these araendmeuts, believing then, as 
now, that any legislation established by 
cue votes of tbe people, like tbe charter 
of a city, should uot be ebauged in auy 
degree except by consent of tbe people 
expressed by their votes at the polls. 
Two hundred and fifty of your fellow 
citizens joiued with me in a request to 
the Legislature for the eunctineut of nn 
amendment to the bill submitting it to 
tbe people for their acceptance before it 
became operative. 

Tbe establisbmeut of Ibis principle, I 
believe to be necessary for tbe purity of 
our government, for however wise the 
purpose of our present city couucil, a 
time may come when the establishment 
of a precedent ignoring tbe people upon 
a question where they have au undoubt- 
ed tight of choice, might iu other bauds 
prove au injury to our city. I kuow of 
no exigeucy that calls for a reversal of 
this principle, uor for au immediate 
change iu the management of the affairs 
of our city, nor any re.ison why the pro- 
posed bill like its predecessor, may uot 
wait uuttl tbe November election for the 
people to express their choice thereon 
by tbeir votes. If the bill is submitted 
to the people in November next, ample 
time will be given tbo friends of the 
measure to set forth the advantages 
claimed for the proposed departure from 
established custom since Newton became 
a city, aud to show the safeguards that 
will surround the board, that it may be 
a board tor good ami uot evil as the un 
fortunate experience of some cities has 
shown. 

It will also give the people ample time 
to cousider and act with full knowledge 
upon this important subject. If it can 
be reasonably shown that the manage- 
ment of the affairs o* the city by a board 
of public works, will produce greater 
efficiency iu service and greater ecouomy 
iu expenditures than tbe present or auy 
other form of government can produce, 
then without doubt tbe citizens will 
gladly support the city couucil in its ef- 
fort to attain so desirable an eud, but 
unless such beueticial results with proper 
safeguards to iusuro coutiuueuce, cun be 
clearly sbowu, aud 1 submit that up to 
the pieseut time it has uot beeu sbowu, 
then tbe establishment of tbe proposed 
board which is a further removal of 
direct control of tbe ad ministration of 
the affairs of the city from the people, is 
a questionable depuilure at a time when 
effort iu the liue of municipal reform is 
to place upou the people moie directly 
the responsibility for the udmiuistratiou 
of the affairs of our cities. If we are to 
have puie goverum -nt I believe it must 
bo by a government in direct touch with 
the people. Within its limits, the best 
government in the laud is town govern- 
ment, aud the farther we remove from 
that form of direct control, the greater 
is the opportunity afforded for unsatis- 
factory government. 

The experience of those who liuve ad- 
ministered the affairs of our city shows 
the need of some change from the exist- 
ing order, but let us make sure in mak- 
ing u change that we fully accomplish 
the end desired. I believe we are on the 
eve of a reform iu mnuioipal affairs that 
will produce fur m ire satisfactory re- 
sults tbau auy which have yet been pro- 
duced, and from which we may derive 
the benefits desired. Newton utter a 
quarter of a ceutuiy of present govern- 
ment stands today a city of unquestioned 
credit, with a lax rate considering what 


we have, that will compare very favor- 
ably with other cities of the Common- 
wealth, which shows that its finances 
have been ably managed by tho past city 
governments. Unquestionably matters 
of administration oan be improved, but 
would it not bn wiso bofore making tbe 
radical departure to a board of public 
worka, to wait until the subject can re- 
ceive full consideration at the hands of 
the people, rather than by hasty action 
make a possible mistake, ns New Bed- 
ford and other oitios have done. 1 there- 
fore suggest that the amendments added 
by the Legislature to the board of public 
works bill of 1890, be added to the bill 
now before you. Respectfully,

Following the rending of Mr. Lang- 
ford’s communication, ex-Alderman 
Henry H. limit made a few remarks. 
He said lie could see no necessity for n 
board of public works and that ho was 
not In favor of it. I hope, snid he, that 
the proposed net will be submitted to the 
people for decision. 

Tiie letter appended was Dext read : 

Boston, Feb. 9, 1895. 

Hon. H. K. Bothfeld:— 

Dear Sir: In regard to petition for a 
bearing ou the matter of the board of 
public works, would say that I signed 
the petition for a nearing at the request 
of Mr. Brown. I have not given the 
matter much thought, and have no ob- 
jection to make to the plan proposed, 
but knowing that there were some who 
wanted a hearing on the matter, I signed 
tie petition for such bearing. I believe 
that the public have a right to be heard 
on all questions of public interest, and 
ou that ground I signed the petition for 
the hearing. I shall not be present at 
the hearing as ray health and strength 
will not permit, but I understand others 
will be.

The hearing was closed at 8.30 o’clock. 
Following It, papers from the aider- 
men were considered and passed with 
one or two exceptions in concurrence. 
Councilmau Mudge objected to an order 
appropriating $150 for advertising in the 
Newton directory and on his motion it 
was referred back to the committee ou 
printing. 

Under tbe head of new business, a 
petition of Adeline L. Adams through 
her attorney, G. T. Lincoln, claiming 
damages ou account af a fall on Cbestuut 
street, was referred to the committee on 
claims. A petition for two arc lights on 
Washington street was referred to tbe 
street light committee. 

The following order offered.by Council- 
man Sprague was passed: 

Ordered, That tbe following memorial 
be aud the same is heieby adopted and 
that a certified copy thereof be sent tu 
tbe board of mayor and aldermen and 
common council of Boston. 

To the Honorable, the board of mayor 
and aldermen of tbe City of Boston: 

Whereas, Tbe City of Newton has 
heretofore laid out and has now nearly 
constructed a boulevard known as Com- 
monwealth avenue aud extending from 
the Boston line at Lake street to Au- 
burudale in continuation of Common- 
wealth avenue in Boston, for the general 
purpose amoDg others of providing in 
connection with Commonwealth avenue 
already built in Boston a beautiful 
avenue from the State House to Charles 
river at Riverside, and tbe public parks 
aud reservations in existenoe and in con- 
templation situated thereabouts; and 
Whereas, tbe City oi Boston has laid 
out and ordered the widening of Chest- 
nut Hill avenue aud South street, form- 
ing the connecting link between tho por- 
tions of said Commonwealth avenue in 
Newton and Boston theretofore con- 
structed; now, 

Therefore, tbe city council of Newton 
respectfully requests your honorable 
board that au order for tbe immediate 
construction of that portion of suid 
avenue lying within the City of Boston 
recently laid out may be passed aud rhe 
necessary money appropriated therefor, 
iu order that tbe public and tbe citizens, 
both of Newtou aud Boston, may more 
fully enjoy and avail themselves of tbe 
privileges and benefits of the entire 
avenue, believing also that such con- 
s' ruction will largely increase tbe value 
of tbe territory lor taxable purposes 
bordering thereon, aud thereby shortly 
return to tbe Citv of Boston more tbau 
tbe necessary expense increased in the 
construction of said avenue. 

And that His Uo. or, the Mayor and tbe 
oily solicitor be and are hereby author- 
ized to represent the interests of the 
City of Newton iu furtherance thereof 
so tar as may to them seem uecessary. 

Petitions tor aro lights, corner of 
Lincoln and Harrison and corner of 
Lincoln aud Woodward streets, were re- 
ferred to the s leet light committee; also 
a petition for one arc light at Chestnut 
Hill. 

Orders wore adopted appropriating 
$090 Iron) any unexpended balance to be 
added to tbe appropriation for printing 
and used for payiug the bill for publish- 
iug tbe revised oidiuauces of 1894; ap- 
propriating $2000 lor sauilary impiovo- 
tneuts in the Hamilton schoolhouse and 
for making sewer counecnous iu the 
Rice, Williams, Eliot and Mason school 
buildiugs. 

An order offered by Councilman 
Sprague was adopted providing for tbe 
appointment of a special committee of 
live members of tbe common couucil 
with such as tho board of mayor aud 
aldm meu may join to consider and report 
a bill ameudiug the city charter, with in- 
structions to particularly consider the 
advisability of consolidating the various 
departments under single executive 
heads, and that tbo city solicitor be re- 
quested to assist the committee in the 
discharge of its duties. 

In reference to last order, Councilman 
Sprague said that theie was a growing 
teeliug that improvements would result 
through tbe cousolidatiou of the depart- 
ments uuder general executive heads, 
i he order, as will be seen, does uot oblige 
or iusist upon anything. It only asks 
the special committee to cousider ami 
report a bill if it is deemed advisable. 
Of course, it opuus up a very large sub- 
j'-oi, but I believe if there is one way 
better than auotber to determine just the 
right thing to do, uow that this nutter 
of a biVard of public works is before us, 
that the time should be given for a 
thorough investigation of the subject. 

Ou motion of Counoilmun Crauitcb, 
th council voted to adjourn at 9 o’clock. 

The board of mayor ami aldermen met 
iu special session aud passed the order 
in concurrence which urges the City of 
Bostou to bastsu its part of constructing 
the connecting link of the Common- 
wealth aveuue boulevard.

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NEWTON LETTER C'AKKIEKH. 

CONTINUED FROM FIRST I* AGE. 

Although the letter currier Ih a familiar 
figure ou the streets of thin city, compar- 
atively few are acquainted with his 
duties. Many envy him his position, but 
a careful perusal of his duties should 
convince the moat Hceptioal that a public 
oflice is not always a private snap. Only 
citizens of the United States are eligible 
to appointment. They must be intelli- 
gent, able to read and writo, physically 
flttod for the service, and temperate. No 
one over 35 years of age can be appoint- 
ed except a veterau of the war. A young 
mau possessed of a patriotic desire to 
sorve hia country in this capacity must 
lile an Application for examination with 
the civil service examiners at the office 
where he desires appointment. lie some- 
times waits eight or nine months before 
be is examined. Not more than one- 
flfth of those who tako the examination 
pass the 70 per cent, average required to 
place them on the eligible list for ap- 
pointment. Some people regard the let- 
ter carrier as a highly favored individual. 
He has. apparently, nothing to do but to 
o around a Bmall section of the city and 
eliver a few bundles of letters. He is 
supposed to work only oight hours, and 
to the casual observer bis work does not 
seem to bo at all hard. It is not alone 
the physical strain of 30 or 40 pounds of 
mail, but there is also the mental excite- 
ment and anxiety caused by the thought 
that he may misdeliver a letter or lose a 
paper of pins to which some one has at- 
tached a postage stamp. In handling 
from 1200 to 1800 pieces of mail mattor 
every day, something may bo lost in the 
couise of a year. It may be an important 
letter, or it may bo a newspaper, and 
there is apt to be more “kicking” over 
the paper than over a letter. 

A carrier is entitled to 15 days’ vaca- 
tion each year, without loss of pay. Be- 
fore he starts on a vacation ho must leave 
for the uso of his substitute a directory 
of his route and a complete record of all 
changes of address, removals, etc., bo 
that everything will run as smoothly us 
possible during his .absence; but there 
are a great many orders that can be kept 
only in the carrier’s head. Here are a 
a few of them: “Say, when I’m out, 
leave mail next door;” “The back win- 
dow is always open when I’m out;” 
“If any lettor comes with a blue 
pencil markon it, deliver it to no one but 
me;” “Don’t give my wife any letters 

wi b the postmark on them;” 

“Never give my husband any of my let- 
ters.” No man is ever appointed a regu- 
lar carrier until he has served an appren- 
ticeship as substitute. Ali original ap- 
pointments must be as substitutes, and 
they are promoted from time to time to 
be regular men as vacancies occur. A 
substitute, or “sub,” as he is generally 
cnlled, does the hardest work, and re- 
ceives the poorest pay of any one con- 
nected with the postal service. By act 
of Cougress, Aug. 2, 18S2, he is eutitled 
to receive the Bum of $1 per annum from 
a grateful government for his services, 
but no one ever knew of a “sub” apply- 
ing for or receiving the dollar. The rest 
of his pay he is expected to make by 
filling the place of a regular man who 
may desire to be away from duty. He is 
also given work when the regular man 
is absent on the yearly vacation. 

One of the main requirements in the 
letter-carrying business is good health. 
Required to go out in rain aud shine and 
even if the heavens were showering the 
fabled pitchforks, for mail must be de- 
livered even if hot bricks were descend- 
ing from the heaveus, their constitution 
must bo of iron aud built to weather 
every kind of weather. 

Sobriety is a requisite, also, for intoxi- 
cation is a vice that the value of the 
business renders uucondouable because 
of the trust reposed. A fair education 
is a matter of necessity, as the reading 
of letters aud the deciphering of the 
many curious and badly-written ad- 
dresses, as well as the writing that is 
inevitable in this business, call for the 
three “It’s,” in addition to a vivid and 
never-failing imagination, which must 
establish -any connections betwteen 
correspondents that they never thiuk of 
establishing themselves. A knowledge 
of geography is also necessary, although 
it is not imperative. Good temper and 
sound judgment are qualifications essen- 
tial to the avocation. 

As to temper, letter-carriers them- 
selves say they are the greatest crauk 
catchers living, and ruu up against more 
eccentrics than any other class of men, 
all of which requires a disposition as 
equable as that of Socrates. Accustomed 
to meeting persons who are ill tempered, 
it requires good judgment to smooth 
over rough places and regulate the ruffled 
feathers of the fellow who receives a let- 
ter delayed four days aud who blames it 
all ou the letter-carrier, on whose de- 
voted heads are launched torrents of flrey 
eloquence, ultbough be may not have had 
the missive iu his bauds for more than 
an hour at least. 

Disagreeable females are also the bete 
noirs of the carriers, aud the ones who 
contribute to make their livt-s unhappy, 
especially that class ot females who have 
muriageahle daughters possessed of a 
co rospoudeuce with an inelligible young 
man. To such women the letter-carrier 
becomes a demon in grey leather, und the 
women iu returu are thorns to the letter- 
carrier. 

The letter-men, at least the greater 
part of them, get up before daylight. 
They take breakfast usually about 5.30 
.o’clock a. m., for they must report for 
duty at 6 30 sharp, aud must be there ou 
time. 

A carrier’s oxperieuoes are ot the most 
varied kiud, humorous and pathetic. 
They see every chord in the gamat of 
liumau emotiou struck sometimes with- 
in the pass of a day. Here is a story 
that well illustrates the sad side of life 
that they see. A mother who lived iu 
good circumstances had a sou iu the far 
West who ooutributed iu a large degree 
to her support. He sent her inouthly 
remittances of money uud the receipt of 
these remittances was, with the letter 
that accompauied them, ouoof the events 
of the mother’s life. 

Oue mouth the accustomed letter from 
Jim did not come, aud tl»e mau of mail 
was compelled to tell her he had no let- 
tor for her. “No letter from Jiui,” she 
said, iu astouishmeut, “then my poor 
boy must be sick.” Day after day she 
waited for the carrier, but uo letter 
came, aud the carrier was compelled to 
uuswer “No” to her inquires. 

Sadder aud sudder grew her face as 
the days weut ou aud the carrier felt sad 
himself as he passed the mother’s house 
whore he ktiow she wus waiting for him. 
At last there came oue day a dark-edged 
mourning letter addressed iu a strange 
hand, but with the postmai k the same 
as those of Jim’s bore. “Jim must be 
dead.” remarked the carrier to u com- 
panion, “aud I’d sooner take a drubbing 
thau deliver that letter to his mothei.” 
But it had to be doue. 

Mine enough, there wus the mother 
wuitiug for the missive that meant sor- 
row for her. The carrier turned his 
head as he handed her the letter. He 
could not look at her, but he heurd the 
real sob that broke from her as the 
oor closed , aud he understood. Ou the 


next doorstep stood a young girl radiant 
iu joyous womanhood waiting for what — 
well, for n billetdoux from her first lover 
and what a thankful smile sho throw the 
man in gray as he handed her the neat- 
scented missive. Two sides of life— the 
merry and the sad— but in a nutshell the 
epitome of a carrier's lifo.

DR. NILES NOMINATED. 


SELECTED AS THE REPUBLICAN CANDI- 
DATE FOR SENATOR SECOND MIDDLE- 
SEX DISTRICT— CONVENTION IN WAL- 
THAM A RATHER LIVELY AFFAIR— A. 
P. A. DISCUSSION IN W'HICn L. E. BEN- 
NICK OF LEXINGTON HAS CONSIDER- 
ABLE TO SAY— DISTRICT COMMITTEE 
REQUESTED TO DRAW UP SUITABLE RE- 
SOLUTION ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
OLIVER SHAW. 


The ropublicians of the second Middle- 
sex dlBtriot assembled iu the guard room 
at Waltham police station Saturday af- 
ternoon to nominate a canditate for sen- 
ator, to succeed the lute Oliver Shaw. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Col. E. C. Beutou of Belmont. Henry 
Richardson of Concord was chosen tem- 
porary chairman, and Col. D. W. Farqu- 
har of this city secretary. There were 
05 delegates present. Dr. G. A. Tower 
placed the uame of Dr. J, P. Niles of 
Watertown before the convention. C. 
P. Bond of Waltham seoonded the nom- 
ination, 

L. E. Bennick asked Dr. Tower 
whether Dr. Niles represented the Re- 
publicans of Watertown or whether he 
was the choice of some secret organiza- 
tion. Meaning the A. P. A. 

Dr. Tower stated that Dr. Niles never 
bolted a Republican nomination and 
that ho had always beeu a staunch Re- 
publican. 

Mr. Bennick said that his question had 
beeu avoided, and he again asked if Dr. 
Niles was an A. P. A. or not. 

Dr. Tower replied that Dr. Niles was 
a Knight Templar, a member of the Bap- 
tist church, aud he was also a member 
of the A. P. A., and it was nobody, s bus- 
iness either. 

Col. Bentou, seeing that there was a 
possible chance of a row, arose aud 
moved that the meeting proceed to a 
vote. J. B. Goodrich of this city 
thought Col. Benton ought to withdraw 
his motion, as he believed the qualifica- 
tions of any cauditato should be dis- 
cussed. 

Col. Benton sail that he would with- 
draw to allow auy other uame to be pre- 
sented, but he absolutely refused tosee 
any respectable m mber of the Republi- 
can party iusulted aud degraded. 

Mr. Benuick said he had not insulted 
Dr. Niles. He was simply taking advan- 
tage of his rights as a delegate, and ho 
did not propose to be bulldozed. 

Col. D. W. Farquliar said the secoud 
district was not an A. P. A. district. 
Whomever this convention nominates he 
added, should be a Republican and he 
should he nominated under a Republican 
flag. He believed A. P. A. -ism was as 
loyal as any ism, but the question should 
be whether a man was Democrat or a Re- 
pnblicau. 

Mr. Bennick said he was an American 
citizen and he could trace his aucestry 
back as far as auy other mau iu the hall. 
He was a strong disbeliever in the A. P. 
A. He denounced it as an un-American 
organization iu everv respect. He said 
if Dr. Niles, as a member of the A. P. 
A., swore the oath that ho was asked to 
wheu requested to join the order he was 
unfit to be the cauditate of the conven- 
tion, and he was uot truly loyal to the 
Republican party. 

After further discussion on the A. P. 
A. aud Dr. Niles’ couuectiou with it, an 
informal ballot was taken, with this re 
suit: Whole number of votes cast 05, 
necessary to choice 33, Dr. J, P. Nileo 
43, R. F. Barrett 11, Nathan Warren 4, 
W. IS. Slocum 4, E. C. Beutou 1, J. H. 
Cullis 1. 

Following the nomination of a candi- 
date, C. P. Bond moved that the district 
committee draw up suitable resolutions 
on the death of Oliver Shuw, aud the 
motion was adopted. 

Resolutions objecting to auy further 
tiukeriug of the caucus laws were re- 
ferred to the district com milt, e, and the 
couveutiou then adj lined. 


Saving The Forests. 

The scheme of the Appalaohiau Club 
to buy outright strips ot woodluud is the 
first hopeful device for the saviug of auy 
part of the forests of the White Moun- 
tains. The state evidently will uot be- 
gin to exercise its. right of eminent do- 
main to perserve auv part of its mighty 
mountain region uutil the lumber inter- 
ests have stripped it of the forests. If 
anything at all be done, it will lag iu the 
same way that the purking of the Adi- 
roudacks lias doue in the state of New 
York; where every step tukeu is nulli- 
fied by pocket greed, aud the lumber 
men aud the railroad builders ride 
through the laws of the stale by legal 
chicanery, or get all they want from 
complaisant legislators or from faithless 
commissioners. The combinaliou of 
private citizens to buy foiest lauds and 
give them outright to the publio use is 
thu ouly sure wuy to preserve even so 
much us uuything iu the shape of a tree, 
not to spunk of great forest tracks. The 
Appalachian Club so far have resolved 
to purchase a strip of woodland half a 
mile wide ou either side of Snyder biook, 
so us to Nuve the beuuty of the Madison 
path. They also hope to acquire other 
small lots, ou comiuaudiug peaks, uloug 
thu banks of streams uud beside certain 
old truils uud paths deur to the visitors 
of the mountains. For this they hope to 
ruise a fund to be used by the trustees of 
of thu Club’s estate that may be at their 
disposal iu thu case of emergency.

A GHOST OF A PLACE. 

THE STORY OF ASHLEY HALL AND 
HOSPITABLE COLONEL BULL. 

How the Planter Kept Ills Household 

Goods From tin* Hands of thn ••Raiders.'* 
1 Flctnre* of a Ilraiitlful Suburb That All 

Visitors to Charleston Admire. 

Woodlnnds thick with undergrowth; 
tranquil country stillness, tho stillness 
of a hit of country compnrntivoly un- 
filled nud tinpasturod; roadways lined 
with tall and stately trees — such the 
scene ns the clatter of horses’ hoofs echo- 
ing on tho hard flooring of the rivor 
bridgo dies away into noiseless footfnlls 
and tho wheels turn without souud iu 
tho yielding soil of St. Andrew’s. Tho 
murmured chorus of countloss pines 
ohnrmsns into forgetful noss of the city’s 
close proximity across tho river. Ahead 
tho way unfolds to us, broad and smooth, 
winding between long battalions of nn- 
cient oaks, muffled up to their chins in 
gray; on through miles of tho century old 
treos, thoir massive trunks bound with 
fibrous scarfs, os if to veil the scars of 
successive seasons, overy twig aud 
branoh and spray huug with streaming 
moss. Grand old oaks! Autumnal 
storms nnd April airs in turns have 
tossod and kissed their rugged boughs, 
yet tho giant trunks stand firm. Scarce 
a gap in tho uniform lino shows whore 
n grenadier has fallen out of ranks, nnd, 
elbow to elbow, they guard the ancient 
highway from encroachmont of forest or 
field. 

Hero is an old gateway, the entrance 
to tho grounds which once surrounded 
Ashloy Hall, one of the proudest and 
most spacious of the ancestral homes in 
this parish. Wo pass through the use- 
less massive portals into the driveway 
boyond. In tho shaded light the avenue 
seems dreaming of the past, for these 
great oaks stand guard over the wreck 
of all they were intended to adorn. Of 
the stately homo to which their beauty 
formed a fit approach nothing now re- 
mains but the crumbling marble steps 
and tall, spirelike chimneys. Little 
pickaninnies play hide and seek whore 
once tho flowers iu “my lady’s garden” 
grow in trim luxuriance. Only the Ash- 
ley is unchanged as it ripples by on its 
way to tho sea, its waves as blue aud 
sparkling as when it bore many a boat- 
ing parry from the mansion house. 

Ashley Hall was the scene of a munifi- 
cent and lavish hospitality in antebel- 
lum days Its owner possessed immense 
plantations in Mississippi and Louisiana 
in addition to his Carolina estates, and 
tho great halls aud spacious drawing 
rooms of the St. Andrew’s mansion were 
frequently thronged with a gay com- 
pany of the most distinguished peoplo 
of tho stato. Tho host was passionately 
fond of the chase and delighted to as- 
semble about him those who shared iu 
his lovo of sport. Deer hunts, partici- 
pated iu by famous sportsmen from all 
over the south, were foatures of every 
season. Tho same open handed generos- 
ity that dictated a hospitality so marked 
obtained botween master and slave, and 
the largo retinue of sorvants at the hall 
wero a happy, care free set. It was tra- 
ditional that no one was ever sent away 
empty handed who applied for aid at 
the doors of this plantation home. 

This old hall, iu which seven genera- 
tions of tho same family had dwelt, liv- 
ing almost ideal lives, met with a tragic 
fate. The organized struggle between 
the north aud south was at an end, but 
the “raiders” were in possession of this 
country. They' had already sacked aud 
destroyed every house in tho parish, 
with a singlo exception, aud that plan- 
tation was occupied by an enemy more 
dreaded oven than demoralized soldiers 
— namely, smallpox. That frightened 
even rough handed rapaoity away, and 
venerable Drayton Hall, today famous 
for its wonderful gardens, was preserved 
inviolate. Tiio knowledge of tho fate 
that had overtaken the homes of his 
neighbors, and which he felt that a few 
hours more would precipitato upon his 
own, determined Colonel Bull. Calling 
for kindling wood, surrounded by his 
awestricken servants, he himself applied 
the pine torch to his household gods. 
Pictures, plato, antique furniture, val- 
ued heirlooms — all wero sacrificed save 
tho small number wbioh could- be has- 
tily secreted by trusted slaves when they 
learned of his intention. It is related by 
an eyewitness that tho stalwart planter 
wept tears of infinito sorrow as the 
sounds of falling brick and crumbling 
woodwork smote upon his ears. Just 
back of thu house is an ancient monu- 
ment erected to commemorate one of 
Carolina’s colonial governors, an ances- 
tor of thu doughty colonel. It was on 
tho base of this shaft that tho master of 
tho umuor sat and watched tho destruc- 
tion of his home. 

Wo retrace our way along tho ranks 
of rare old trees, passing through the 
ancient gateway, fit subject for poet’s 
theme, into tho open road, where we are 
greeted by a procession of oaks as sym- 
metrical as those we loft behind. Miles 
of moss fringed trees, their somber cur- 
tains swaying fur above, and again 
drooping so as almost to touch tho earth 
about their feet, continue even to the 
cloured strip of land immediately in 
front of the bridge. Opposite lies tho 
city, her cluster turrets uud slender 
•pires outlined aguinst the evening sky. 

Asked how wo like tho oaks, wo say 
that they are “beautiful,” but all tho 
while wo are conscious that they have a 
charm of their own not to be interpreted 
iu words. — Cor. New York Post.

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BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


The bearing on the board of public 
works by the Common Council did not 
amount to very much, and there was 
practically no opposition to such a board, 
although the few who appeared had 
some theories about certain features of 
it they would like to see adopted. The 
petition against it was shown to have 
been gotten up mainly by one man of lit- 
tle influence and who has lived in New- 
ton too short a time to know much about 
the city or its needs, The letter from ex 
Mayor Hyde puts the matter in its pro- 
per light and shows how little opposition 
there is to the establishment of such a 
board. 

It is rather strange that the council 
held a hearing at all at such a late date, 
after I he time for presenting new 
business to the legislature has passed, 
but perhaps they think they have influ- 
ence enough to induce the legislature 
to violate the regulation, which is pro- 
blematic. If held at all the hearing 
should have been held a month ago. 

A good deal of time was taken up 
with a discussion of the referendum, 
which is quite a fad now, but the state- 
ment that the additiou of it to the pub- 
lic works bill some years ago saved it 
from being adopted is hardly correct. 
The bill was defeated because it was an 
unpopular bill in some of its provisions, 
and the amendments were added in order 
to ensure its defeat. Public sentiment 
was against it for reasons which is not 
necessary to recall, as the present bill con- 
tains none of those leatures. The refer- 
endum is very nice as a theory, but in 
practice it has little of the saving grace 
which its admirers fondly imagine. 
The last bill furnished au example of 
this. One of the leading lawyeis of the 
city, a man who might he expected to be 
well-informed ou all questions, said that 
when he saw the ballot he had never 
heaid of the bill btloie, but voted for it 
as be thought it must be a good thing. 
On the Btate amendments, also, the 
great majority of voters have only a very 
vague idea of what they are to vote for, 
and have to trust to their instincts, 
as few cau recall what the amend, 
ments are about, in Switzerland, wheie 
this principle comes from, it may work 
all light, but here too many things hap- 
pen lor the ordinary man to keep all 
these things in his mind, unless it is a 
very important matter, As for this mat- 
ter of a board of public works, the roa 
jority of people know nothing about the 
merits or demerits of the case, but such 
as are capable to give an opinion, from 
experience in city affairs, such as the ex 
majors of the city, aud former members 
.of the city council, endorse it heartly, 
and that is all that most of us have to go 
by. The present city council are picked 
men, or ougbt to be, aud are much more 
capable of giviDg an intelligent opinion* 
than the mass of the voteis, aud we 
have as intelligent voters in Newton as 
could be found anywhere. 

The present common council illustrates 
this; nine of the members are new men 
aud ki ow little of city affairs. They 
wish to vote intelligently, as is shown by 
Couucilmau Spragues order, which is de- 
signed to give them a chance to study it 
up, aud if they depend ou their own 
efforts and waut to find it all out for 
themselves, by the eud of the year they 
will be able to reach the |same decision 
that last year’s board arrived at. The 
whole busiuess illustrates the need of a 
permanent board more thau auy argu- 
ments could do. Men enter upuu their 
terra of < ftice uutirely iguorautof city 
affairs, and it takes them months to 
learu their duties, even the with best in- 
isu ions. They need a competent adviser, 
in all the city departments, in order to 
avoid mistakes that are costly to the 
city They gaiu the experience aud the 
city pays the bills, and it is generally 
rather expensive for the city. With 
competent heads of departments this 
would be avoided. 

A board is not so much needed this 
year, as Mayor Bothfeld is so thoroughly 
posted ou city matters that he is compe- 
tent to run the city without help, but it 
is asking a good deal of him to take up 
the task of instructing all the new mem- 
bers iu their duties, aud to look alley 
all the city departments meauwhile. It 
takes mure time thau auy inau can 
affuiu to give to the city for the compel - 
satiou that a mayor receives, aud some 
method of relief should be provided 
without unnecessary delay. The hear- 
ing proved that there waa uo practical 
objections to be found to the proposed 
bill, -*ud the couucil should inform them- 
sclvt s as speedily us possible of the mat- 


ter and then see if the legislature will 
rooeive any new bussineas. The hoaring 
showed that the people do not object to 
l he measure, and therefore there is noth- 
A ng to be gained by submitting to them 
especially as the City Council are 
much more competent to decide than 
the people could be. 

THE WALTHAM CONVENTION. 

The senatoral convention at Waltham, 
last Saturday, must have been a very 
lively affair from all accounts. The 
Waltham Free Press, the Republican or- 
gan of Waltham, says “ it was in some 
respects one of the most stormy and dis- 
creditable Republican conventions we 
ever attended.’* “Mr. Bonnick asked 
nothing more than he had a right to ask, 
and throughout the controversy main- 
tained himself with dignity and de- 
corum. The interruptions showered 
upon him were so many utterances 
against free speech and must bo so con- 
sidered by any fair minded man. It is 
an unsual thing in a Republican conven- 
tion for delegates to attempt to suppress 
the expression of honest convictions, 
and if such is the outgrowth of A. P. A.- 
ism, the less we have of it the better.” 

The trouble arose, when Mr. Benniok 
of Lexington asked “ Does Dr. Niles ac- 
knowledge bis chief allegiance to the 
Republican party or to the organization 
known as the A. P. A.?” 

Dr. Tower of Watertown, said Dr. Niles 
was a Knigbt Templar, and a Baptist 
and an A. P. A. and it was nobody’s 
busiuess. This was not an answer, and 
it brought out a hot speech from Mr. 
Benuick, who thought the convention 
ought to know whom it was voting for, 
ann he was continuously interrupted by 
A. P. A. men, and a great scene of con- 
fusion ensued. 

Finally Col. D. W. Farqubar of New- 
ton got the floor and poured oil on the 
troubled waters. He said they were 
present to nominate a man who repre- 
sented Republican principles, aud who 
would march umler the Republican flag. 
We are not nominating au A. P. A. man, 
but a Republican. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich also helped to get 
the convention into good humor again 
by a long and oouciliatory speech, after 
which Mr. Symmes of Watertown said 
that Dr. Niles had authorized him to 
Bay that the principles of the Republican 
party and its candidates would be his 
guide above everything else if he was 
nominated. This seemed to quiet the 
storm somewhat and Dr. Niles received 
43 out of the 05 votes cast, on an in- 
formal ballot, and was then nominated 
by acclamation, but not unanimously. 
Tbe A. P. A. men feel much gratified at 
the victory they have won. 


The letter in tbe Boston Globe criti- 
cizing our Are department for its failing 
to put out the car houne Are, illustrates 
tbe way some outsiders look at fires, and 
tbe kind of criticism a Are department 
has to contend with. Here was a big 
woodeD building, with no partitions, a 
regular tinder box, and a Are that spread 
so rapidly that the alarm box in tbe 
building, 20 feet from where tbe lire was 
started, was burned out before it ceased 
striking, and tbe whole building a sheet 
of flame. Yet because the building was 
not saved this cririo says our Are depart- 
ment is worthless. Why did tbe Chica- 
go car house burn down, a few days 
ago, and the West End car house, in Bos- 
ton? Did beeverjknow of a* car house 
that was saved after Are bad once, start* d 
in it? They are extra risky and if in- 
surance men take them they must be 
prepared to stand tbe consequences. As 
for tbe story that the engines were short 
of coal, it was not true. In snowy 
weather when tbe engines have to have 
a double hitch, a small Btock of coal is 
carried, but when the Are is reached, 
men are at once dispatched for more. In 
this case the lence rails were got ready 
in case tbe supply did not arrive, and 
some were used, but there was no delay 
on this account. Tbe Are department 
were not to blame, we suppose, because 
the main had burst that afternoon, nor 
because the automatic sprinklers did not 
work. Considering the Eliot block Are 
aud the Walton block Are this morning, 
and tbe way they were subdued, it can 
hardly be said that our Are department 
is not efficient and very successful in 
their contests with fires, when they have 
any kind of a chance. 


The expected bill to enlarge the 
powers of school committees iu cities 
: has been presented to the legislatuie. 
and will have a beating on Monday next, 
at Room 149, iu the State house. It has 
been found in Newton that school com- 
mittees have already arbitrary and al- 
most unlimited powers, and thiB bill will 
| not meet witb great favor outBide of the 
school boards themselves. Still there is 
a probability of its passage, as there is a 
united movement in favor of it, and tLe 
campaign in its favor was begun before 
tbe last ele ction. t 

The Newton & Boston street railway 
has applied to the Ugialature for per- 
mission to buy or lease other railways 
aud a heating will be given ou Thursday, 
Feb. 21, at room 130 in the State house, to 
all who wish to appear. Whether this is 
a move to euable the Newtou & Bostou 
to buy up the West Eud aud so get au 
entrance in o Bostou over the new boule 


vard, or is simply a soheme to consoli- 
date all the Newton street railways, is 
something that is yet to appear. 


Hon. Charles S. Ensign has consented 
to be the non-partisan candidate for Sen- 
ator, aud will get out nomination pa- 
pers. Mr. Ensign is a citizen of Water- 
ton, of liberal tendences, and has served 
with honor as representative fro n that 
town.

TALKING ON THE AIR 


RECORD FOR LONO OISTANCE CON- 
VERSATION WITHOUT A WIRE. 


Bow CarlottA Got an Amateur Balloonist 
Ont of m Fix a Mlln Up In the Air— Her 
Voire Reached Over Four Miles — Gas- 
bags Acted as Receiver*. 

Tales nroplontyof long distances over I 
which men’s voices linvo boeu convoyed I 
by the medium of plnuid wnter. An 
Adirondack guido tolls of having talked 
in ordinary tones, ou n very still day, 
with n companion 1 % miles distant at 
tho other end of n lake, nnd another 
gnido caps this story with ono of yells 
which were heard nnd returned noar a 
water extent of threomilos. Theso tales 
sro quito outdone by a well authenti- 
cated story told by Carlotta, onco tho 
most famous woman balloonist in the 
world. I 11 her story air, instead of wn- 
ter, was the medinm, and tho distance 
of tho conversation was four milos. It 
took plnco abovo the outskirts of St. 
Louis some years ago. 

“It was an nerouautio exhibition,” 
My* Carlotta in telling the story, “and 
acting man named White, who was 
inexperienced in ballooning, had ngroed 
to make an ascension. I had already 
gono up and was quietly drifting east 
on an easy air current when he started 
ont. Ho had had enough experience to 
know how to handle the valves and 
sandbags, and he intended to go up a 
mile or so and then descend easily. Now, 
tho upper air is full of varying currents. 
You mny bo going duo west at a half a 
mile altitude, and when you get up a 
few hundred yards farther you may 
strike a current that carries you duo 
east. Mr. White checked his upward 
career iu a west bound draft, so that 
when he finally drited ont of that cur- 
rent into mine wo were a good long dis- 
tance apart. 

“I always have a powerful glass with 
me whon I make an ascension. When I 
turned this on him, I saw that ho was 
in trouble. His balloon had twisted a 
little in such a way that I judged it 
was likoly to twist more, and ho was 
clambering around the ropes trying to 
right it, but without much apparent 
conception of what was best to do. I 
was frightened for him, for when the 
bag of a balloon turns too much tho gas 
begins to escape rapidly, and the results 
nro likoly to bo serious. I knew that 
voices could bo heard a long way in the 
air, for I bad often heard people a mile 
below me shouting, so without know- 
ing how far the two balJoonswere apart 
I decided to hail tho other one. I gath- 
ered all my breath and shouted: 

“ ‘Hello, hello, hello!’ 

“Then I turned my glass on the other 
balloon again. Up where tho air is bo 
clear as it is a mile above the earth one 
can see at great distances with wonder- 
ful distinctness. Through my glass I 
could see Mr. White start and look all 
wound him. That was quite awhile aft- 
er I had shouted. He didn’t seem to un- 
derstand where the voice came from, 
but finally I saw him pnt his hands to 
his mouth, evidently making a speaking 
trumpet of them. I waited and waited 
and wus just about to shout again when 
the hngo gasbag above me began to 
thrill with sounds. Thoy seemed to buzz 
along its sides’ and diffuse the air, only 
to collect aud come whirring and rum- 
bling down tho funnel to bo poured into 
my ears, and they formed in a tone that 
seemed made up of a million other 
tones: 

“ ’Hello! Where — are — you?’ 

“It was tho most peculiar sound I had 
ever heard. When it had scattered itself 
into silence, I took out my watch, and 
timing myself shouted: 

“ ‘Throw out one sandbag. I’ll come 
to you!’ 

“Forty seconds later my haljoon be- 
gan to vibrato again, finally forming 
the words: 

“ ‘All right In trouble!’ 

“There was method in my telling 
him to throw out tho sandbag, as it 
was afterward of use. I threw out a 
number myself, for I reckoned that a 
little above me I would find a current 
to carry 1110 toward Mr. White. This I 
did and was soon within a short dis- 
tance of him, aerially considered. Tho 
trouble with his balloon was a slight 
disarrangement of the ropes, which I 
had myself experienced, so I told him 
what to do, and ho was soon all right. 
Ah I explained to him when wo reached 
the earth, wo had been talking over an 
aerial telephone, the gasbags being the 
only material objects up there collecting 
all the sounds and acting ns huge receiv- 
ers. ’ ’ 

“ ‘Well,’ said lit*, ‘you got me out of 
a veiy bad s rape, but I never was so 
scared iu my life us when that voice 
surrounded me.. I thought the balloon 
was talking, and that 1 bad gone crazy. 

“ ‘It war, a pretty long tulk,’ said I, 
'for, allowing the voice to travel five 
seconds to ft mile by my timing, we must 
havo been close to four miles apart.’ 

“ ‘That’s simply impossible,’ said he. 

“ ‘Very well,’ I said. ‘That's why I 
told you to drop that sandbag. I threw 
somo out, too, and we can find out how 
far they landed npurt. 

“It wasn’t much trouble to find peo- 
ple who had found the bags and knew 
just where they were. Fortuuately thoy 
bad lauded near a railroad track, so tho 
distance estimating was made easy for 
us. It was 4 *4 miles. I guess that is the 
record up to date for long distance talk- 
ing without u wire.”

second. When the first stream was poured 
on the flames, the entire oar shed was 
ablaze. Chief Randlett then directed his 
efforts to saving the offices and part of the 
stables. The fire spread so rapidly that 
there was no time to remove property from 
the budding. One car broke down as the 
electricians were endeavoring to remove It, 
and this prevented the removal of those be- 
hind it. There were in the building eight 
open cars, stored for the winter, and one 
box car. These were all destroyed. The 
assistant superintendent of the company, 
with his family, occupied a tenement In 
the second story of the building, and were 
burned out. Their furniture and personal 
effects were a complete loss. There |was 
no insurance on It. It is supposed that 
the fire wrs caused by the short circuiting 
of the current through one of the oars 
standing in the shed. The building was 
ereoted about three years ago, at a cost of 
$12,000 The total loss on building and 
contents is nbout $30,000. The company 
will rebuild at once.

A MAN’S BEST IDEAS. 

An Old Student Says They Come Into the 
Mind Unexpectedly. 

Professor von Helmholtz, the great 
German scientist of imperishable fame, 
not long before his death gave an inter- 
esting review of his life work on the oc- 
rasion of tho celebration of his seven- 
tieth birthday, in which, among other 
things, ho reveals some instructive fea- 
tures of his habits of study and tho proc- 
ess by which ho won bis ideas as well 
as the time and manner in which it was 
his wont to commit the latter to paper: 
“As it has frequently been my lot to 
have to await in uncertainty the arrival 
of appropriate thoughts and conceptions, 
which then would break suddenly and 
unheralded upon me, I have just gained 
some experience in the management of 
theso capricions ideas. This may be of 
utility to other students of like phys- 
iological temperament. 

“The best ideas have often stolen si- 
lently into tho current of my thoughts 
while the latter were not employed in 
seeking them. I know not by what proc- 
ess of unconscious cerebration they were 
evolved. I only knew that they were 
there. Nor conld I at first fully esti- 
mate the importance of Buch unexpect- 
ed but welcome visitors. 

“These ideas never in - oduced them- 
selves when my brain was tired and al- 
most never at my writing table. I had 
first to turn my problem in all direc- 
tions and envisage it from every side, 
and thereafter to consign it to my invol- 
untary thoughts without even prema- 
turely attempting to solve it within my- 
self or committing my reflections to 
writing. Long and patient preliminary 
investigation was the unconditional pre- 
requisite to success. 

“No matter how urgent the necessity 
for action, I must always give my brain 
its time to relax from fatigue or strain 
and await the recurrence of a feeling of 
both physical and mental well being 
and contentment before writing for pub- 
lication. My most valuable ideas have 
presented themselves in the morning on 
my awakening from a refreshing sleep, 
but the favorite period for them has 
been while I was seeking relaxation by 
roaming slowly over picturesquo hills 
or through wooded parks in tho bright 
sunlight. Tho slightest indulgence in 
alcoholic beverages sufficed to banish 
them from my grasp. ’’ — Baltimore Sun. 


Good Horse Semw In Burros.

A large meeting of Eliot church, of 
Newton, was held on Friday evening last 
to act upon the resignation of the pas- 
tor, Rev. Wolcott Calkins, I). 1). 

At the annual meeting of the church 
held a few weeks since, it appeared that 
the contributions and receipts from tho 
church and society were larger than in 
any previous year during its existence, 
excepting when tho church was huilt, 
and also excepting a large donation 
given by the late N. P. Coburn for Colo- 
rado College, and it was surprising to 
not a few in this vicinity that a church 
and society that had contributed for 
benevoleut and church purposes more 
than $40,000, should be put in the light 
that it had been by sensational news- 
papers. 

The resignation of the pastor which 
was handed in some weeks ago, was in 
accordance with a previous determina- 
tion on the part of Kev. Dr. Calkins that 
his pastorate should terminate at the 
end of the Fiftieth anniversary of the 
formation of the church aud society, 
and it is ueedless to say that his resigna- 
tion had nothing to do with the articles 
then published. 

The meeting was called to order, aud 
Mr. Ueui} E. Cobb w as chosen modera- 
tor, after which, in view of the news- 
paper articles, on motion it was voted : 

That all reporters should withdraw 
from the meeting, aud that at its close, 
tho clerk should give to reporters the 
actiou taken by ibe church in reference 
to the resignation of Dr. Calkins. 

The clerk then read the lesiguation of 
the pastor, which was as follows: 

Newton. Jan. 0, 1895. 

To Eliot Church aud Eliot Religious 
Society. 

Dear Brethren:— . 

I hereby tender to you the resignation 
of my office of Pastor and Teacher sub- 
ject to the decision of an Ecclesiastical 
Counoil, and to take effect at such time 
as the Council shall appoiut. 1 request 
you to uuite with me in calling the Coun- 
cil to review our proceedings, to advise 
us in the matter, aud if it be deemed ex- 
pedient that the pastoral relation be dis- 
solved. 1 request that the time be fixed 
on the first day of July, 1895, the Fifti 
eth anniversary of the organization of 
Eliot church. 

It was my intention to read my resig- 
nation this morning, but the unusual 
solemnities in which we were engaged 
during the prolonged services procluded 
the intrusion of anything that might 
disturb our devotioua. 1 am unwilling, 
however, to let this first Sunday in the 
new year pass without announcing a 
steadfast purpose which I have 
cherished for a long time. 

The near coincidence of a date which 
I fixed several years ago as the xtretne 
limit of my ministry to you, with the 
Fiftieth anniversary, has decided me to 
ask for my dismission theu. 1 was dis- 
suaded from resigning last March by the 
action of the church and parish commit- 
tees expressing unanimously their cor- 
dial aud loyal feelings toward their pas- 
tor and earnestly requesting him to be 
led to no public action. 

In tendering my resignation I wish to 
express my undeviating loyalty to the 
church, and my sincere friendship for 
every member of the congregation. My 
intention in makiiig this early uuoouuce- 
ment of the termination of my services 
six mouths hence is that we may all 
unite in making these last days of our 
half century worthy of the Founders of 
Eliot church and faithlul in spiiitual 
blessings. 

Faithfully and affectionately 
Your Pastor aud Friend 
Walcoit Calkins. 
Upon the motion that tde resignation 
of the pastor be accepted, it was said 
that it was to be regretted that the 
church was called upou to take such ac 
tiou. The speakers were strong friends 
of Mr. Calkius, and spoke of the great 
service he had rendered to the church 
and to the community; that their pastor 
was a man of unusual intellectual abili- 
ty; a scholar iu scriptural matters of ac- 
knowledged reputation; that when he 
left the large cliuich iu Buffalo, he left 
it with the regret of every person con- 
nected with it, it being one of the largest 
churches iu the city, and with which he 
hud been for many jears as-ociated; 
that there were hut few’ preachers in 
New Eugland who had the reputation 
that Dr. Calkins had. The speakers 
dwelt upon his unselfishness aud the 
deep spiritual interest he had always 
felt for the whole congregation. They 
reterred to the reputation of Dr. Calkius 
all over the country, aud the large audi- 
euce he always had whenever it was 
known that he was to preach. 

During his visi's to Loudon for tbs 
past two or three tear*, the lurgest in- 
dependent churches ol the city were 
opeued to him, and upon his last visit lie 
had received more invitations than he 
could possibly fill. 

It seemed to he regretted that the 
church was obliged to lake uuy actiou, 
but the letter of resignation was positive 
and the church could not do otnerwise 
than to vote unanimously for its accep- 
tance. 

After the resignation had been ac- 
cepted, it was moved: 

That the church appoiut u committee 
of three to nominate a committee of 
four, who should act with tho pastor, 
iu conjunction with the regular commit- 
tee appointed by the Par sh, to make 
the necessary art alignment for calliug a 
Council in accordance with the wish of 
till pastor, m expressed in his letter of 
resignation. The chair appointed 
as that committee. C. E. Eddy, Kev. J. 
A. Hamilton. D. D., Moses K. tmei sou. 

The committee ictiied, aud reported 
the following uumed gentlemen to act as 
such cominitiue, aud who were ununi 
mously chosen : Frank A. Dav. Kev. E. 
II. Bvtugtou, D D., Moses K Emerson, 
and William F. Bacon, Frank A. Day, 
A. 8. March, Jund A. A. Sweet weie, upon 
tuotiou of Mr. Frank A. Day, appointed 
by the chair to draft proper resolutions 
expressing their appreciation of the ser- 
vice aud character of their esteemed 
pastor, who suhstqueutly reported the 
following resolutions: 

Inasmuch as our honored aud beloved 
Pastor, the Keveicud Wolcott Calkius, 
D. D., resigned his pastoral office on the 
fith of January lust, aud usked the 
church aud parish to uuite with him in 
calliug an Ecclesiastical Council to review 
our proceedings, aud udvise ua iu the 
premia?*: 

Therefore Resolved; That we desire to 
put ourecoid un expression of our al- 
feotiouate regard for our uiiuister, and 
of out appreciation of hia faithful aud 
successful work during his ministry here 
of almost fifteen years. 

He has been an ublo aud faithful 
preacher of the Word, presenting the 


all clauses, and speaking the truth in love 
and tenderness. 

Ho lias been a biblical preacher, hold- 
ing forth the Word of lifn in its fullness 
ol meaning, not shunning to declaio the 
whole Counsel of God, in a time of 
doubt and unbelief, wheb soino were de- 
parting from the faith. 

lie lias been an affectionate and pains- 
taking Pastor, visiting the familioR of 
this large and growing congregation at 
their homes, entering with tender sym- 
pathy into the sorrows of the bereaved, 
ministering to the sick, seeking out the 
poor, and thoso who dwell within tho 
shadow of adversity, bringing to all the 
message of peace and of salvation. 

He has guided the affairs of the church 
with prudeuce and wisdom during these 
years when our city has been growing so 
rapidly, so that there has been spiritual 
growth in the church and prosperity in 
ail departments of our work. The old 
house of Worship has been replaced by a 
much larger and more beiuliful one; tho 
number of families in the congregation 
has been very much increased; tho beue- 
volent contributions have beon doubled, 
aud the membership of the church lias 
increased from year to year, so that it is 
uow larger by nearly fifty per ceut. than 
it was fifteen years ago. 

He also sustains an important relation 
to the churches of this vicinity, where 
his occasional services as a preacher, 
and an adviser have been very highly 
esteemed. He is recognized ns one of 
the most learned and able ministers in 
our denomination, and lias borne his full 
share iu the work of the National 
Council, as well as in the direction of our 
great benevolent societies. 

If in the providence of God his work 
here shall be interrupted, he will be re- 
membered by us as a man of God, whose 
ministry has been owued by Him, by the 
signal tokens of His favor. 

These resolutions were adopted with- 
out a disseutiug vote. 

We understand that a meeting will be 
called ere long on the part of tho parish 
to take action upon the same matter.

r THAWING OUT -ROZEN MEAT. 

A Dark Room Treatment Ifefore Leaving 
the Cold Storage House. 

According to the process invented 
by Messrs. Nelson Bros, for thawing 
frozen meat in such a way as to put it 
on the market in a sound condition and 
avoid the many objections to which the 
sale of the meat while still in a frozen 
state was open, the chamber of the ap- 
paratus is provided with double doors, 
one of which is extremely thick, so as 
to shut out, as far as possible, all exter- 
nal atmosphere. The chamber has no 
windows, but is supplied with electric 
light. 

On entering one sees only some 80 
quarters of beef hanging in rows on 
hooks over a slightly raised open plat- 
form, with a canvas curtain at the back. 
Under this platform, however, there is 
a seriesof steam pipes, while behind the 
ourtain there is a series of pipes filled 
with compressed ammonia, similar to 
those used in connection with the ordi- 
nary freezing prooesses. The steam pipes 
under the meat cause a current of warm 
air to ascend all around it, and as soon 
as this current reaches the top of this 
chamber it is drawn to the freezing pipes 
behind the ourtain, by which all the 
moisture is frozen out of it, on to the 
pipes themselves. It accumulates there 
in the form of snow some three-quarters 
of an inch in thickness. 

The snow has to be scraped off tho 
pipes from time to time, and it is stated 
that the accumulation during five days, 
in the thawing of 80 quarters of beef, 
has resulted in no fewer than 168 pounds 
of water. During that same period the 
meat has lost only 1 per cent in weight. 
The purpose of the canvas curtain is to 
divide tho ascending warm current from 
tho descending cold ourrent, and it is 
olaimod that the offect of this incessant 
passing of the air firBt over the steam 
pipes aud then over the freezing pipes 
is oventually to free it from all mois- 
ture. When the meat is first hung, the 
temperature of the room is almost at 
freezing point, but on tho fifth day tho 
temperature of tho chamber has been 
raised to that of tho air outside. By 
this time tho frost has all beeu thawed 
out of tho meat, which is thou in a con- 
dition to bo sent to market. — London 
Invention.

He weut down where it 
runs deep aud swift near the point 
where the Cheesecake brook boulevard 
abuts tbe stream Crowds of anxious 
searchers worked steadily dragging for 
the body but their efforts proved unsuc- 
cessful tor hours. 

Walter Soule was only 11 years of age. 
lie was tbe sou of a travelling man aud 
was here visiting bis uncle, Mr. H. M. 
Soule, who r sides o:i Brooks avenue He 
left his uncle’s house iu company with 
two boys of the neighborhood named 
Dearborn and Amidou 

They went to the Chailes river, at its 
juue iou with the Cheesecake brook, and 
sought the outer edge of the ice in order 
to fish. 

The Dearborn boy and Walter Soule 
were farther trom shore than their com- 
panion, aud stood ou the extreme edge, 
where the swi. t current had worn the 
ice away. 

Without the least warning, the treach- 
erous ice gave away under them aud left 
them struggling in the water. Young Dear- 
born could swim, aud managed to keep 
himself afloat until Atuidou could retch 
him with a loug stick aud draw him to 
the firm ice. 

The other boy could not swim and eu- 
cuuibeied as he was with his thick wiu- 
ter clothing sauk after a few ineffectual 
struggles. The Dearborn boy was at 
I once taken to bis home on L »well street 
and it is thought will experience no seii- 
ous consequences from bis et forced 
bath. 

The cries of the boys attracted the at- 
tention of the employt-s of the Watei 
town Water Supply Comp my ou tbe op 
posite bauk of the river aud they rushec 
to their assistance. AU help, however, 
was too late. 

A telephone message to nolice head- 
quarters summoned .t wagou load of 
patrolmen to the scene, and the woik of 
searching for the body was commenced. 
Two boat loads of officers dragged the 
river from 5 o’clock uutil 10 Mouday 
without success. The search was re- 
sumed Tuesday morning.

SEVERAL IMPORTANT MATTERS CONPID- 
KltEl» AND ACTRD V TON — REPORT RR- 
CK1VRD FROM BOARD OF IIKAI.TI1 RKC- 
OM U ENDING TDK ESTABLISHING OF A 
DISINFECTING PLANT— ORDER TAPPED 
APPROPRIATING $25,000 FOR A NEW 
HIGHWAY STABLE AFTER CONSIDER- 
ABLE DEBATE— LETTER FROM PRESI- 
DENT PARKER OF NEWTON STREET 
RAILWAY SYSTEM CONCERNING PROVI- 
, SIONS FOR SKATING —VARIOITS HEAR* 
1NOS. 


Several very important matters came 
up for consideration and action at the 
meeting of the board of m ayor and aider- 
men Monday evening. Mayor Bothfeld 
occupied the chair. 

It was voted to postpone the reading 
of the records. 

The time was next occupied by vari- 
ous hearings. These with one exception 
were on the laying out and acceptance 
of Collins road, Hale road, Hunnewell 
terrace, Nehoiden road and Stearns 
streets, and the laying of sewers in Al- 
pine street. No remonstrants appeared 
and the hearings were closed. 

A hearing was also given on the peti- 
tion of the Newton A- Walthom Street 
Railway Company for locations for tracks 
through Adams, Watertown and Bridge 
streets to establish another line running 
from Waltham to Newton. President 
Parker appeared for the railroad. He 
explained the route, naming the 
thoroughfares through which it was pro- 
posed to lay the tracks. 

Alderman Bullard made some inquiries 
about the width of Bridge street. 

President Parker said that he under- 
stood it was 40 feet wide. 

Mayor Bothfeld— It is 30 feet wide. 

Alderman Bullard— How wide is the 
bridge over which it is proposed to 
cross? 

President Parker— It is about 25 feet. 
It is not intended, however, to run cars 
over the bridge when teams are passing. 

The petition of George Hudson and 
181 other residents of Nonantum dis- 
trict requesting the granting of the loca- 
tion was introduced at this point. 

President Parker then went on to give 
* some idea of the object of the new route. 
He said that it was desired to meet the 
demand for a street railway line along 
the Charles river. Oae thing that had 
induced the railway management to seek 
the location at this time was to make 
provision for patrons when travel on the 
present line would be suspended on ac- 
count of the Washington street widen- 
ing and in connection therewith the 
separation of the grades of the Boston & 
Albany lailroad. President Parker in- 
cidentally remarked that the Newton & 
Waltham Street Railway Company re- 
ceived aud discharged more passengers 
at Adams street than at any other point 
along the line of the route. 

After an inquiiy relative to the loca- 
tion of the car house, which President 
Parker replied to by stating that it was 
not to be located on Adams street, Jacob 
Miller, W. J. Holmes, Thomas Mullen 
and others appeared in favor of granting 
the locations asked for by the company. 
No remonstrants appeared. The hear- 
ing. on motion of Alderman Green, was 
closed. 

The reports of the trustees of the pub- 
lic library, superintendent of buildiugs 
and city engineer were received, also the 
following report from the hoard of 
health: 

“As instructed by order (18216) of the 
city council, the b >ard of health has con- 
sidered the question of the advisability 
i and cost of establishing a disinfecting 
plant for the city and begs leave to sub- 
mit the following report 

“Tnere can be no questiou as to the 
advisability of establishing such a plant, 
as the present methods of disinfecting 
bedding, clothing, etc,, are most inade- 
quate. The disinfection by means of 
sulphurous acid gas as at present prac- 
tised leaves much to be desired in the 
matter of the proper treatment of such 
articles. 

* On several instances the board has 
been requested to take mattresses aud 
clothing and submit them to a more 
thorough disinfection than cau be ob- 
tained by means of sulphur; but in each 
case it has been obliged to reply that all 
it could do would be to take the articles 
and destroy them, As such a course eu- 
tails a good deal of expense upon the 
owner in replacing the articles so de- 
stroyed, the offer has usually been de- 
clined. 

“With a proper plaut the board would 
be much better able to cope with the 
question of disinfection after contagious 
diseases. All iufected articles such as 
carpets, etc., from the rootuiu which the 
disease occurred, could be placed iu a 
proper vehicle aud removed to the disin- 
fection station. Theu, while the room 
itself is undergoing sulphur disinfection, 
these ai tides could be passed through 
the oven aud returned to the owuer un- 
harmed by the t me the room is ready 
for use. 

“It seems needless to enlarge upon the 
immense improvement a routine practice 
such as as is outlined above would be 
over the present method iu use by the 
board. The ouly proper method of dis- 
infection is by means of live steam work- 
ing under a pressure of from 15 to 30 
pounds. 

“Iu this way the steam peuetrales the 
articles exposed to it, aud acts upon 
organisms which have reached the in- 
terior as well us those upon the outside. 

“There nre different stylus of disiu- 
fectors in the market, but the general 
plau of action is the same iu all tboBe 
which are of any value. A chamber of 
uropur size and strength, which cau be 
hermetically closed is couuected with a 
boiler. Live steam is theu introduced 
into the interior of the chamber aud the 
couteuts exposed to its action for 30 
minutes or more. 

“At the expiration of this time, the 
steam is cut off aud turned into coils 
which surrouud the inner surface of the 
oven. This subjects the couteuts to dry 
heat for a short time aud dries them 
somewhat. The heat is theu cut off, the 
doors opened aud the articles removed. 

“A visit was made to two disiufecliug 
plants owned by the city of Boston and 
their actiou inspected. ’ They are built 
by George li. McLaughlin & Co., 120 
Fulton street, Boston, aud have been in 
use for periods runuing up to 3 years. 
There is u similar one built by the same 
firm at the quarantine station, Boston 
Harbor. 

“The work done by all of these ovens 
is eminently satisfactoiy aud their aotiou 
is very simple. Articles of the most 
delicate texture submitted to their ac- 


tion come out entirely unharmed. 

“Tho o Mobil <t who have the best 
knowledge of thoir work speak nothing 
but praise of them. Working under a 
pressuro of 20 pounds, tho oven do 
vr ops a temperature of 250 P., which 
is amply suMcent to destroy all living 
micro-organism. An oven of the proper 
six i for I he city of Newton, say 12 foet 
by f) ’feet, can t*o built for $1250. This 
includes all the necessary processing 
cars and fittings except the boiler. The 
cost of a 40 horse power boiler would be 
about $475 so that the prico of the 
machine completo and roady for action 
would be $1725. 

“A similar oven known as the Du 
Mond ia sold by Messrs. Richard King A 
Co., Park place, N. Y. This is a rec- 
tangular oven 6 feet by 5 feet by 8 feet, 
working on the same principle aa the 
one j nst described. With a preaauro of 
15 pounds, it develops 270 degrees F. 
The cost of this oven is $1350, which in- 
cludes processing cars and fittings but 
excludes tho boiler. The board has not 
been able to see one of thia make in 
working order. 

“Iu view' of the very high praise given 
the McLaughlin oven by those who are 
acquainted with its work, and the 
further fact that it has already been 
tested by nearly 3 years of actual service, 
( as well aa the less cost at which it caD 
be obtained), the board would recom- 
mend that au oveu built by this firm be 
established iu some suitable looation in 
this city, to be used for the disinfection 
of iufocted ai tides and for such other 
purposes as may legitimately fall within 
its scope.”

A communication received from the 
the chief of Are department relative to 
injuries sustained by U. H. Dyer, J. B, 
Watts and J. B. Coleman, was referred 
to the committee on fire department. T. 
F. Hagai’s claim for damages on account 
of injuries said to have been the result 
of a fall in a subway at Newtou was re- 
ferred to the committee on claims. A 
communication was received from the 
board of assessors requesting the peti- 
tioning of the Legislature for authority 
to set apart a new ward to be known as 
WarJJEight. A communication was re- 
ceived from the inspector of buildings 
relative to petition of M. Mahoney fur 
permit to erect a one-story building for 
a Pool room on Watertown street, on lot 
adjoining hose bouse. It was referred 
to the license committee. 

Various papers from the common 
council were next acted upon, all receiv- 
ing concurrent action except the order 
providing for a joint special committee 
to consider and report a bill amending 
the city charter, with instructions to par- 
ticularly consider the advisability of con- 
solidating the various departments under 
single executive heads. It was voted to 
lay this order on the table on motion of 
Alderman Degen. The memorial urging 
the City of Boston to hasten the 
construction of the connecting link be- 
tween tho Boston and Newton sections 
of Commonwealth avenue was adopted 
in concurrence. 

Under head of new business, Alderman 
Tolman presented a communication from 
Robert Bennett relative to injuries to 
his sleigh aud cljthiug resulting from a 
runaway accident. It was referred to 
the committee on claims. A communi- 
cation from Otis N. Howland relative to 
injuries sustained by his wifo on acconnt 
of falling on Franklin street was referred 
to the same committee. 

Alderman White, for the committee on 
fire department to whioh was referred 
the communication of the chi^f of Are 
department relative to loss of tribe sus- 
tained by call men through injuries 
received while iu the performance of 
duty, reported the payment of *$2 per 
day in all cases of sickness and disability 
occasioned in actual service. An order 
was adopted appropriating $100 to pro- 
vide for loss of time of U. H. Dyer, J. 
B. Watts and J. 8. Coleman. 

A petition of J. L Smith for 3 street 
lights on California street was referred to 
the street light committee; also a p« ti 
tion for one arc light at the junction of 
Sylvau avenue aud Lenox street. A peti- 
tion of W. O. Hickox for « xtension of 
sewer iu Judkins street was referred to 
the sewer committee. 

Miles J. Joyce was granted a permit to 
move a building from Church to Green 
street. 

Qu motion of Alderman Tolman the 
order providing for issue of 4 per cent 
uotes to meet the expense of furnisbiog 
hall of Hyde schoolbouse aud supplying 
steam plant for the West Newtou engine 
house was rescinded and a new order 
adopted providiug for the issue of one 
Ave-year note for $5550 dating from 
March 1, 1805, and bearing interest at 
the rate of 5 per cent, per annum, the 
principal of Bame to be utilized for the 
Hyde schoolbouse aud supplying steam 
plant for West Newton engine house. 
The city treasurer was authorized to 
sell aud dispose of said note. 

Au order was offered by Alderman 
Plummer authorizing tho public proper- 
ty committee to erect a now highway 
stable on Crafts street at an expense uot 
to exceed $25,000. 

Iu explanation of tho order, Aldermau 
Plummer said that in view of the nu- 
merous demands for improvment expen- 
ditures, the amount asked for at this 
time might seem unwarranted. When 
we consider, however, he added, that the 
stable connected with the house of eu- 
gine One muHt ere long be removed and 
the ou<i at the Newtonville truck stJtiou 
rendered unavailable, in each case on ac- 
count of the widening of Washington 
street and iu connection therewith the 
depressing of the B. A A. railroad tracks, 
it will be seeu that something must be 
done to provide for the exigency. 

We ars now, continued Aldermau 
Plummer, encroaching upon the Are de- 
partment stables at Newtou aud New- 
touvllle. Both are much overcrowded. 
Besides there is no plaoe for the storage 
of carts, tools, etc. We are hiring laud 
for storage of wagons now aud exposing 
them to all sorts of weather. It is a 
very unbusiness like way of caring for 
the city’s property aud the exposure re- 
sults in considerable loss to the city. 
The construction of a stable at this time 
is really a public necessity. If it is 
put up, it will ceutralize all the highway 
property iu Newtou and Newtonville aud 
provide for its care under cover. The 
city owns the laud on Crafts street where 
it is proposed to erect the building. 

Aldermau Degeu asked for informa- 
tion concerning the proposed location. 

Alderman Plummer iu reply stated 
that the oity’s lot was situated on Crafts 
street near the point where the old 
eleotrio light plunt was established. 

Aldecmau Bullard— It seems to me 
that we are going too fast aud too far iu 
this matter of public buildings. There 
are more pressing improvements than 
that of of providiug auolber new high- 
way stable. With the demaud for new 
soboolbouses aud other urgent public 
improvements, I should not feel like 
voting for an appropriation of $25,000 
fora highway stable unless better satis- 
fied of the exigency of the case. 

Afctormiu Greeu— Whatever action is 


taken in tegard to the widening 
of Washington street, it will cause 
the destruction of two buildings 
in which highway horses are 
now kept. Besides the necessity for 
making provision for the highway 
horses, tho destruction of the highway 
property on account of exposure under 
tho existing conditions should be taken 
into nocouut. If work on the stable Is 
commenced within iwo months, it will 
uot bo completed beforo the actual exi- 
gency for it will exist. 

Aldermen Tolman — I don’t object to 
tho stable, but it seems to me that 
$25 000 is a largo sum unless it is to be a 
very large one. 

Alderman Piummor— The new stable 
is to bo a large one. Isimpa hize with 
what has been said about the necessity 
of going slow iu expenditures. This is' 
a case, however, where the demand for 
the building is urgeut and imperative. 
The subject was very carefully con- 
sidered by the committee, taking into ac- 
count the condition of the times and the 
call for other improvements. 

Alderman Hamilton — I do not wish to 
obstruct and I agree with the chairman 
of the highway committee that is is not 
busino9s like to leave wagons and other 
property exposed to the elomonts. 
About *liow long has it been the 
custom to do that sort of thing— it’s a 
practice of some year’s standing is it 
not? 

Alderman Plummer— Yes. 

Alderman Hamilton— It seems strange 
that year after year these carts should 
have been left out auywhore without 
covering. However, it is not certain 
that work on the depression of the tracks 
will be begun very soon. Suppose, it 
did not commence for a year, could 
not accommodations be made for the 
time being in the Are department Btables 
at Newton and Newtonville? 1 like to 
see things tidy and believe in suitable 
buildings for the city’s horses and high- 
way property, yet I cannot help feeling 
with so many things staring us in the 
face in the way of largo expenditures, 
that I would not vote for this new stable 
unless fully persuaded of its importance. 

Alderman Bullard— It won’t be neces- 
sary to spend $23,000 for housing tho 
highway wagons. Would not something 
in the nature of a tool shed answer? 

Alderman Plummer — Ere long the Are 
department will demand the room now 
being taken up by stabling the highway 
horses. We must provide accommoda- 
tion for horses as well as carts. 

Aldermau Degen— It is unfortunate 
that this board must make up for the 
remissues8 of former boards. If the exi- 
gency for a stable exists, liowevsr, there 
is no reason why we should not take care 
of it. There can be no doubt that the 
city loses a large sum by haviug its carts 
lying about here and there exposed to 
all sorts of weather. It is rather dis- 
graceful. The poiut made about the 
widening of Washington street aud the 
depression of tho B. A A. tracks is a 
strong one. No penny wise aud pound 
foolish theories should have any weight 
io this or any necessary improvement. 
It seems to me from the arguments pre- 
sented that we ought to build this new 
highway stable. 

Aldermau Green— The point relative to 
the protection of highway property is as 
essential as that of providing accommo- 
dations for horses. The latter cannot he 
provided for until a suitable building is 
erected. There have been complaiuts 
for years on account of the over crowded 
condition of the Are department stables 
and when the buildings at Newton and 
Newtonville are tendered unavailable on 
account of the Washington street im- 
provement, what is to be done with the 
highway horses? Coming back to the 
question of care of public property, I 
want to say that the other day I saw a 
crowd of men digging out one of tho 
highway department carts. It was 
buried np in a snow bank. 

Mayor Bothfeld offered an explanation 
at this point. He said that the stable 
was forced at this timo on account of 
the agreement between the city and the 
Boston & Albany Railroad concerning 
the separation of grades. The rugiueer 
of the city and of the railroad are work- 
ing together and it looks now as though 
work would be commenced at an early 
date. Primarily, this is the reason that 
the matter is uow urged. If the railroad 
begins within a year the work of tem- 
porarily laving its tracks, you can’t wait 
until then before commencing work on 
the stable. The highway committee last 
year made a start toward providing for 
the highway wagons. It was instru- 
mental in havii g one stable built ex- 
pressly for the uses of tbe highway de- 
partment. Another, it was expected, 
would be provided later. 

Alderman Hamilton — I did not mean to 
imply that the present mayor had been 
neglectful yi the matter of the proper 
care of the city’s property. 

Alderman Bullard— Admitting, even, 
that the necessity for a stable exists, it 
don’t seem to me that ther is a need of 
putting up a building -f the character 
proposed. Could not a frime stiucture 
be erected at a much less cost? 

Mayor Bothfeld — We cannot put up a 
frame building unless the ordinance is 
rescinded, which requires tbe use of

Alderman riamiltun— Was the estimate 
•f cost, *25,000, carefully mnde? 

Alderman Plummer— We figured on 
the cost of the Auburndalo stable. That 
was *27,000. Tho new stable is to bo 

? >raotically a duplicate of the one now 
ooated in Auburndale. 

At this point, the order was laid on 
the table temporarily, Alderman Plum- 
mer desiring to secure some figures rela- 
tive to tho number of horses that must 
ho provided for. 

The board proceded with the transac- 
tion of routine business. An order was 
adopted authorizing the laying out and 
acceptance of Stearns street from Parker 
to Clark street. 

The following letter from President 
Parker of tho Newton Street Railway 
system was referred to the committee on 

E arks: # , 

[r. Albert Plummer, Chairman of the 
Highway Committee, City of Newtou: 
The letter which I sent as president of 
the Newton * Boston Street Railway 
Company to the hoard of aldermen in re- 
gard to taking care of the snow on Cry- 
stal lake at Newton Centre or Bullough’s 
pond, Newtonville, seems to have been 
misunderstood by the board of aider- 
men. The matter of income to the 
Street Railway Company from passengers 
to and from these ponds will be a very 
small item. At Crystal lake all the 
people who would use the pond for skat- 
ing would walk from Newton Centre and 
Newton Highlands. There would possi- 
bly be a few people who would ride up 
from Newtonville if there was skating on 
Crystal lake, but that would only be a 
very small proportion of those who 
would use the pond. At Bullough’s pond 
in Newtonville the situation would be 
practically the same. Four fifths of 
those who would use the pond for skat- 
ing would walk up from Newtonville 
and only a very small part would use 
street railway cars, and we would only 
get a few people to ride from Newton 
Highlands or Newton Centre to take ad- 
vantage of the skating. The Street Rail- 
way Company proposes to furnish, in 
•ase the ice is taken care of, without 
charge to the city, ten arc lights, for 
winch the city is paying the Gas Com- 
pany $100.50 each a year, or at the rate 
of over $0 per month. If we furnish 
these arc lights for three months it 
would be equivalent to giving the citi- 
zens who use the pond $270, for which 
we are reimbursed by the few passen- 
gers whom we might carry on our cars, 
and it is very doubtful if there would be 
enough carried to cover the cost to fur- 
nish the electric lights. Both of these 
ponds being very olose to the centre of 
the villages, only a very small proportion 
of those who would use the ponds for 
skating would avail themselves of the 
ears. If you will give this matter a few 
moments thought you can readily see 
the justice of our position, and we make 
the proposition which we have done in 
good faith; it is not for any purpose of 
gain, but is to help the city authorities 
to furnish a safe place for the children 
to use for skating purposes. If the city 
of Boston can afford to keep Jamaica 

f iond in order and thereby adding very 
argely to the income of the West End 
Street Railroad Company, for a large 
proportion of those who use that pond 
are brought out from the city proper, it 
would seem as though the city of New- 
ton could go to the small expense neces 
sarv to keep one of these ponds in order, 
so that the children and young people 
could have a suitable place fonskating.

The mayor stated that there would bo 
accommodations iu tho stable for 35 
horses so as to provide for future re- 
quirements. 

Alderman Pluhimer moved the passage 
of the order and it was adopted, ail vot- 
ing in the affirmative except Aldermau 
Bullard. 

Orders were also adopted authorizing 
the issue aud sale of 25 bonds of the de- 
nomination of $1000 each, dating from 
Feb. 1, 1805 and payable Feb. 1, 1005, tho 
same to be denominated Newtou high- 
way stable loan and to bear interest at 
thereto of 4 per cent, per anuum; ap- 
propriating $07,800 for department ex- 
penses of the month of March; authoriz 
ing the laying of a sewer iu Alpine street 
from Forest avenue easterly and the lay- 
ing of sower through Sylvan avenue 
from Lenox street easteily. 

Alderman Green presented the peti- 
tion of Helen Hatfield aud Henrietta 
Thayer, heirs of the late Lorenzo R. 
Thayer, requesting an abatement of the 
drain assessment for the L. R. Thayer 
estate. It was referred to tue committee 
ou claims. 

The board went into executive session 
at 0.30 o’clock aud adjourned at 0 50 
o’clook.

CERNING ITS PROGRESS AT HOME AND 
IN FOREIGN LANDS— SHORT TALK BY 
REV. MR. RYLES, AN KNOLIBU DIVINE, 
WHO GIVES SOME ACCOUNT OF SUNDAY 
AFTERNOON MEETINGS IN III8 NATIVE 
LAND. 


A meeting of the Newton Congrega- 
tional club was held in the parlors and 
chapel of tho Second church. Monday 
evening. As usual, the social hour and 
supper preceeded the literary exercises. 
Tho principal address was given by Rev. 
F. E. Clark, D. D. t president of the 
United Society of Christian Eudeavor, 
whose topic was: “The Christian En- 
deavor Society Throughout the World in 
General, and in our own Churches iu 
Particular.” Prior to the introduction 
of Dr. Clark, Rev. Mr. Byles of Stafford 
shire, England, spoke. He gave an ac- 
count of some of the pleasant Sunday 
afternoon meetings held in various por- 
tions of his native land for the benefit of 
the tower classes, many of whom do not 
have the advantages of churoh services. 
The addresses at these open-air meetings 
are characterized, he stated, by the three 
“B’s” — brief, bright, and brotherly. 
Muoh interest, the speaker went on to 
say, had been manifested by the audi- 
ences, and the good work has made its 
influence felt throughout the kingdom. 

Rev. Dr. Clark, who followed the dis- 
tinguished English divine, commenced 
his addresB by making a comparison of 
the patriotism of the Japanese and 
Chinese. The Japanese, he said, were 
iutensely patriotic, seeking in every way 
to help their country aDd further its in- 
terests. The Chinaman, on the contrary, 
cares only that bis bones be buried in 
his native land. Despite this difference 
in character, it has been possible to 
awaken interest in Christian work iu 
both countries. Christian Endeavor 
societies have been formed iu all the 
leading cities of both nations. The 
Japanese sailors formed a floating ceci- 
ty of Cristiau Endeavor which binds them 
more closely together in the dangers of 
war. In China the first sooiety was 
formed in 1885 and oue of the members 
recently made an address in which he 
remarked that as Christianity spread the 
devil was driven out and, ultimately, he 
thought, would be driven into the sea 
and drowued, as wire the swine of old. 
An especially interesting society was or- 
ganized in connection with the mission- 
ary schools in Turkey, but owing to the- 
oppression und tyranny of the Sultan 
aud bis minions, it is feared the schools 
may be closed. It is thought by many 
that if England aud America joined 
foroes a stop oould be quickly put to the 
tyrauuy aud massacre. 

In Germany, an eutire revolution in 
Christian life has been seen during the 
past few years. There is now an eai nest 
religious life iu the churches and gieat 
interest is ahown in the Cbristiau En- 
deavor societies iu England, Wales, lie- 
land and Scotland the same earutstnesH 
and enthusiasm is shown. It is in our 
own country, tyowever, that we can *»eo 
the greatest enthusiasm. At the conven 
turn of the Christian societies to be held 
in the near future, it is expected that 
fully 50,000 young meu will attend, com- 
ing from all parts of the world. The 
fact that sucli a large number of youug 
men meet, not tor amusement but lor 
religious purposes, proves that tho gos- 
pel is not losing its power. 

Iu conclusion. Dr. Clark gave some 
facts relative to the comiug convention. 
Meetings will bo hold, he said, in Me- 
chanics building and iu various Boston 
churches. The first prayer meeting will 
be held at 0.30 a. m. There wiil be no 
mass meetiug Sunday aud, consequently, 
no necessity for Sunday travel. Mani- 
fest a spirit of cordiulity in y >ur 
churches and societies, added the speak- 
er, and give the visiting young men a 
oordial welcome to Boston.

Some of tbe leading Republicans of 
Watertown have bolted the nomination 
of Dr. Niles, and they do it in a card 
•which is being advertised in all tbe 
papers of the district. What makes the 
card of importance is the fact that it is 
signed by such prominent men as Francis 
Kendall, S. S. Gleason, Dr. Mead and 
others of like standing in that town, 
men who usually are carefnl in their 
stait ments and whose names will have 
great influence. Their card will be 
likely to cause a good deal of excitement, 
from its outspoken nature, and seems to 
put the issue squarely between those 
who believe in the A. P. A. and those 
who do not. They say Dr. Niles was 
nominated solely because he is a member 
of that secrot society, that he has never 
been chosen to any offico by the people 
of Watertown, and they protest against 
bis “utter lack of qualification" for the 
high office. This is certainly pretty 
strong, and it comes too from his own 
fellow citizens, and from leading Repub- 
licans. It has for some time been pre- 
dicted that the A. P. A. would force a 
contest in the Republican party and 
would attempt to control its nomina- 
tions, and this election may have an im- 
portant bearing upon the question. If 
Dr. Niles is elected the society will be 
encouraged to make further efforts in the 
way of dictating nominations, as the so- 
ciety is always ready to attend caucuses, 
and they have this advantage over other 
Republicans that they can always com- 
mand a solid vote in favor of their can- 
didate. In most caucuses a half dozen 
men can usually carry the day for any 
candidate, if they only stand together. 
To make tbe matter worse for the 
political leaders, the introduction of A. 
P. A. candidates may cause bolts all over 
the state like the one in Watertown, and 
so endanger party supremacy in the 
state. This outlook has already caused 
a good deal of anxiety, and it promises 
to cause more in the future. The im- 
portance of tde issue involved promises 
to make this district the centre of attrac- 
tion for the whole state until after elec- 
tion, and it may have an important bear- 
ing on future contests. 

Some one of an inquiring turn of mind 
wauts to know if any one has figured out 
tbe cost of land damages, in case the 
Boston & Albany depress, s their tracks 
through Newton, and if bo, whether 
there has been any agreement to make 
the city responsible for the sum? Also, 
if that is the reason tbe railroad authori- 
ties have suddenly shown a disposition 
to favor depression? The railroad had 
an experience a* Alistou, which gave 
them some idea of what the land dam- 
ages would be in Newton, and perhaps 
some member of tbe city government 
knowB bow much it cost tbe road to 
carry one street there over the tracks. 
Take Centre street, for instance, acbango 
in tbe grade of that street necessary to 
carry it over tbe tracks, even if they are 
depressed all that is possible, would en- 
tail land damages from Eliot church to 
the Watertown line, aud the total would 
be something magnificent. Washington 
street would take quite as much, also 
Church street, aud then there are all tbe 
other villages to be provided for. There 
are several questions that ought to be 
settled before tbe city is committed to 
auy decided course: whether the rail- 
road is to assume any pirt of these dam- 
ages, bow much they propose to lower 
the tracks, and how big a debt the city 
will have to assume? Something has 
been said about $70,000, as the difference 
iu cost to the city, but one critio says 
that this will not more tbau cover the 
extra cost for a single street. We have 
so far depended on theoi ies, and if any 
one has auy definite facts aud figures, 
they would be very interesting just at 
this time. 

The Senatoiial contest iu this district 
has really taken on a lively aspect, on 
account of the introduction of au A. P. 
A. candidate, by the Republicans. Mr. 
Ensign, who is nominated in opposition, 
is a gentleman of the highest character 
and staudiug, and no one can object to 
him on that score. As the State Senate 
has already a nearly unanimous Repub- 
lican majority, tbe foundation of things 
would uot be very badly shaken should 
Mr. Ensign be elected. Government is 
more apt to be honest when there is an 
active aud respectuble minority, aud our 
State Seuate has not hitherto been above 
the suspicion of.beiug uuder railroad aud 
other corporate influence, more than was 
wholly for the good of the slate. Most 
people are inclined to look ut this con- 
test philosophically, as it promises to be 
a fight between those who approve of 


A. P. A. methods and their introduction 
into our politics and those who do not. 
This saves the election from being a 
mere matter of form, ns at first seemed 
probable. Thero is no real reason why 
this election should be hold, except that 
the law requires it, and the party leaders 
are very sorry that such Is the. case. It 
will cost the city of Newton about $.'1,000 
and all the other towns in the district In 
proportion, which is a very expensive 
method of just adding one more to an al- 
ready largo majority In the Senate. 
Surely some less costly method oujht to 
be adopted of filling vacancies. 

, Tiikrr Is a great detl of talk shoot 
amen ling the city charier lor this and 
that reason, ns if amending the charter 
were one of the simplest things in tbe 
world. Happily this is not (he case, as 
otherwise there would be nothing stah'e 
about our city government. The diffi- 
culties in the way are such that amend- 
ments are only resorted to when they 
are an absolute necessity, and this was 
the intention of those a ho framed the 
charter. Tbe city ordinances can be 
changed without great difficulty, and 
usually this is all that in required. New 
members aro very fond of talking about 
amending the charter, and getting a com- 
mittee appointed to atteod to the mat- 
ter, but experience brings wisdom in 
this as in other things, and after a year 
or two of servioe they cease to talk 
about tbe matter and (the schemes are 
silently dropped. If the obArter is ever 
to be amended, tho matter should be re- 
ferred to a commission, for- one or two 
years, the commission to be made up of 
the highest legal talent the city can com- 
mand, and after it has thoroughly con- 
sidered the matter, its recommendations 
should be discussed at klengtb by the 
city government and the people, and if 
then ohanges are found to be absolutely 
necessary, the people have a chance to 
vote upon tbe matter. Some talk of 
changes, as if amending the charter 
were like amending a by-law, and could 
be done just as easily. 

On another page will be found a story 
describing what one woman did and 
said after coming homo from the recent 
art exhibition. We infer that the story 
is founded on fact, and there are some 
things in it worth thinking over. It 
brings up a great question, and will be 
answered differently by different people, 
but all have to answer it in some form or 
other. What is our duty to those not so 
well off in this world's goods as our- 
selves? Eew will go so far as to think 
that we should deprive ourselves of good 
music in our churches iu order that the 
money thus saved may be sent to the 
misbionaries, but the principle is tbe 
same and it is interesting to see how one 
family solved the question. 

There has been some grumbling the 
past year over the condition of tbe 
streets, and tbe claim has been made 
that they were not up to the usual mark. 
This is tiue, but the reason is that it has 
cost so much to restore tbe streets after 
the sewers were laid that there was but 
little left of the appropriation for other 
work. Last year it was the streets in 
Auburndale that had to be restored, tbe 
year before the streets in Wards Two 
and Three, and previously the streets in 
Newtou aud those in Newton Centre. 
This year there are no restorations of 
any moment and tbe whole appropria- 
tion is available for general repairs. 
We shall doubtless see tbe results in a 
very marked change for tbe better. 

On motion of Col. E. h. Haskell, last 
Saturday, the Boston associated board of 
trade adopted resolutions heartily favot- 
ing the movemeot in favor of biennial 
elections. A committee of five was ap- 
pointed to appear before the Legislature 
in its behalf, and on the committee are 
Mr. Alden Speare, president of tbe 
board. Col. Haskell and Mr. G. D. Gil- 
man of Newtou. Newton men are al- 
ways prominent in any reform move- 
ment. 


The treasurer of the Newton Hospital 
has received just $400 from Mrs. Philip 
W. Carter, as tbe net proceeds of the en- 
tertainments given at City Hall, last 
week. This generous sum will be of 
substantial help and the hospital author- 
ities feel greatly indebted to Mrs. Carter, 
whose efforts wore so successful.

From a Husband and Faihor. 

To the (Editor of the Grnphloi— 

Perhaps it may not be out of plnoo at 
this time to write a few lines to your pa- 
per to defond myself to my friends and 
acquaintance of Newton, some of whom 
have known me nearly a quartor of a 
century, and to the intelligent readers 
who may profit thereby. 

My name has come into notoriety at 
tbe present time as being a cruel parent, 
who has from time to time abused his 
boy, and threatened hia life, that the 
boy in “self-defence,” (as he said), came 
near being the murderer of that parei t 
who for nearly twenty-two years has 
been his best friend and adviser. 

It is with great regret that 1 feel like 
sayiug anything about my boy and his 
waywardness; for as a parent, I have 
always borne my sorrows with my wife, 
aud never complained about him to my 
neighbors or friends; and shielded him 
all that I could. Always hoped and 
prayed that at sometime he would come 
to himself. 

Being my oldest 1?oy I had great hopes 
of him. He graduated from the Gram- 
mar School, entered the High School, 
remaining there for nearly a year; but 
tindiug that he was not studiously in- 
clined, we made up our miuds that un- 
less he changed for the better, to take; 
him out; but he saved us the trouble, 
as he left, or was expelled. 

Now comes the point which I wish to 
make; and that is this: ThAt despite 
all this, there might have been hopes 
for tbe boy. had he been left to the 
father and mother. 

Unfortunately for the boy, we had a 
few very kind hearted people iu our 
neighborhood, who showed him great 
kindness, and pitied him so much. 
“Poor fellow!” how they did feel for 
him;” “and things ought not to be so;” 
and “be had rights;” and they so 
kindly, out of the kindness of their 
hearts, advised him to communicate 
this to his pareuts, that he could de- 
mand ot them his rights aod thus 
poisoned the boy’s mined against bis 
parents. He was encouraged by these 
kiud friends in bis wrong doings, who 
were in reality his worst enemies. And 
those friends of his to-day who come to 
rescue, aod bailed out the boy who 
came so near being the murderer of his 
father, should have left him long enough 
to have come to his senses, and realized 
fully the enormity of his aot; and in 
true penitence he might have been won 
back as a dutiful son. 

Through the influence of these so 
called friends, be was led to believe that 
he was not rightly treated. 

And especially was he prejudiced 
against his Btep-mother. 

Now I want to say right here; in jus- 
tice to my wife; that she has always 
been a kind aud affectionate mother to 
him; and God only knows what she has 
had to put up with from him, through 
the kind interference of his pretended 
friends, who unjustly influenced his mind 
against her, bur she in spite of all this, 
did her duty by him, sat up watching 
for him night after uight, and oared for 
him through it all. 

I feel like saying to you who have 
been so friendly, are you aware of wbat 
you have done? Wbat has your friendly 
iuflueuce, or interference, done for the 
boy? Is he a more dutiful son through 
your advice? Or, has he become a bet- 
ter citizen? No! You have made him 
to feel that he has do’ue a smart act, 
that the law which God instituted, in 
which he tells tbe child to honor his 
father aod mother, aud to be obedient 
to them iu all thiug*, Bkould be tramphd 
under bis feet. I say again, are you 
aware, kiud frieDds of wbat you have 
done? You busy-body; who endeavor 
to unravel your neighbor’s troubles, is 
it uot always best to wait until youaie 
asked for advice? Even theu the in- 
telligent neighbor or frieud nine times 
out of ten would prefer to remain neu- 
tral. 1 furthermore ask of those who 
may nave an opportnuity of readiug 
tb s if the b< y had been so much abused 
at uorne, and bad such a terrible life of 
it, why is it that he should remain at 
home all these years, when I gave him 
time two years ago aud could certainly 
have launched out for himself. His 
homo surroundings, c irtaiuly, could not 
have been as bad as represented. 

in conclusion, had the boy followed 
the advice of his parents, he would have 
been a man to be respected. 

I have done my duty by him, and would 
ouly be too glad to have him change his 
couise, as my love for him &b a father is 
as deep aud true as ever. Aud now I 
hope that I have uot been misunder- 
stood, especially by ihose who have been 
my friends iu the past, as 1 urn appn o- 
iative of that tiuo i-ymp itby in the 
hour of trouble that is so likely to come 
to each one of us.
